PREVIOUSLY  to  the  more  Itnoiediate  enqoirj' 
w6  are  about  to  ftate  to  our  readers,. the  public. 
.  inind  bad  been  Varioufly  agitated  io  cmfequeirce  of 
•  t)»b}ication&  againft  hb  royal  highnefs  the  Dirkte  of 
York,  commander'  iu  chief,  refpeding  fiippofcd' 
abufea;  thefe  were  coniidered  worthy  of  legal  fepre-'- 
benfioN,  and  are  at  prefent  before  one  or  the  tribu^- 
iials  of  the  country. 

But  if  thefe  were  complained 'of,  Jaii  extraordinary- 
and  impertinent,  howmuft  ithavcencrea&dthe  fur^ 
prize  of  aJl  men,  wbenafnriember  of  parliament  roie- 
from  his  feat  on  the  27th  of  January,  1809,  to  bring : 
direfi:  charges  in  that  auguftatfembly  againtl  the  il-r 
luftrious  perfonage. 

Mr.  Wardle  fubmitted  to  the  houfe  a  motibti^' 
i^ibe£llng  certain  abufds  Which  had  obtained  in  the 
difpofal  of  commiffions  in  the,  Briri(h  army.      In'  ^     ) 
doing  this,  he  faid,  he  ihould  make  no  aifertiop  in  j 

M'hich  he  was  not  fupported  by  pofitive  fafl:*.     Tim 
power  of  difpoCng  of  cdmroiffioris  in  •  the  military 
fervice  of  this  empire  lliid  been  placed  in  the  hauds-^ 
* ef  a  perfon  of  high  birth, '  po^ct,  tuid  Influence..

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But  notwithftanding  the  high  authority  and  powerful 
influence  whic^  tl|^coinrrtajidfer  in  chief  of  this  conn- 
try  poffefle3,  no  rfef^eft  to  feither  fliould. induce  him 
to  fwerve  from  his  duty  as  a  member  of  that  houfe, 
or  opet'ate  with  him  as^  a  motive  to  fcreen  hi$  royal 
highnefs,  in  any  mifufe  of  his  power  or  authority, 
from  that  public  juftic^  which  was  ealled  for  by  tne 
voice  of  the  people.     No''6ther  motive  impelled  him 
this  day  than  a  fenfe  of  his  public  diity ;  for  if  cor- 
ruption were  not  attacked  in  a  quarter  where  it  was 
fo  formidable,  the  army  and^  the  country  muft  fall 
the  vi^Ums^of  its  influ^ce.r .  It  was  neceflary,  in  the 
firft  infta^nce^  to  put'  trie  houfe  in  pofTeffion  of  the 
true  purpofes  for  which  the  difpofal  of  commiffions 
in  the  army  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  comman* 
der  in  chief.     It  was  for  the  purpofe  of  defraying 
the  charges  of  the  l;ialf-pay  lift  for  the  fupport  ctf 
veteran  o6ficers,   and  increafing  the  Compamonate 
yundjfor  the  aid  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  officers ; 
ftpd,  therefore,  any  comniifliions  which  fell  by  deaths 
9X;proiTipt1ons,  the  commander  in  chief  had  no  right 
fQ].  fell  pr  difpofe  of  for.  His  own  private  emolument, 
iior  to  appropriate  for  the  like  purpofe  any  difference 
arifing  from  the  change  of  reduftion  of  offices  from 
full  ,tQ  half-pay.   .He  bad  thus  explained,  he  be- 
lievej,  the  ixature  of  the  power  vetted  in  the  hands 
of  the  commander  Vn  -chief;  but  he  could  bring  po- 
fitive.  proofs  tha.t  fuch   conimii3[ions  had  been  fold, 
and  the.m.oney  applied  to  very  difFerentpurpofes from 
tTie  legitimate  ones  requireu  by  the  military  ufages 
and  euabliihmen^  of  the.cQUQtry.     If  he  could  prove 
fqi^t  thofe  purpofes  were,' J n  a  variety  of  inftances, 
^andbned  by  tl)6'Cojnmai)der  in  chief;  that  officers 
fed  bepn  reduced  to  the  half-pay  lill.wi^hout  rcceiv- 
fng-tne  ,ufual  differiepce  in  iuch  cafes;  and  if  he  could 
fiiDttantiate  fuch  a  yioiation  of  the  rights  of  nciilitary 
bfficers,  it'vas  a  duty  he  owed  to  his  conftiluents 
apd  his  CQuntry  fo  tp  do. 
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In  die  year  1803,  bis  royal  highnefsfet  up  a  very 
hand  Tome  eftabliihment,  in  a  fafhionable  quarter  of 
the  town,  confiding  of  a  fuperb  houfe  and  decant 
carnages  oF  various  defcriptions,  for  a  favourite  lady 
of  the  name  of  Mrs,  Clarke.  Of  the  lady's  name  lie 
ihould  have  occafion  to  make  frequent  mention  in  the 
courfe  of  his  fpeech,  in  connexion  with  a  number  of 
names  and  fa£b,  to  (hew  the  houfe  that  he  had  not 
taken  up  this  fubjefi  on  light  grounds. 

The  nrft  fafi:  which  he  ihould  ftate  wns  the  cafe  of 
Major  Tonyn,  of  the  48th  regiment,  who  received 
his  commiffion  as  a  captain  on  the  2d  of  Augufi, 
1802,  and  was  promoted  to  a  majoi;ity  in  the  3 ill  re- 
giment in  Auguft  1.804.  He  meant  no  refle&ion  upon 
this  gallant  officer,  nor  in  the  fmallefl  degree  to  de« 
preciate  his  merits;  he  meant  merely  to  (late  fads  as 
communicated  to  him.  Major  Tonyn  was  th^  fon  of 
a  very  diftin^uiihed  officer, and  might  have  purchafed 
his  promotion,  if  he  chofe;  but  this  gentleman  was 
introduced  to  Mrs.  Clarke  by  a  captain  of  the  royal 
waggon  train;  and  it  was  agreed,  that  upon  his  ap- 
pointment to  a  majority,  he  fhould  pay  500/,  the  mo- 
ney to  be  lodged  at  a  houfe  to  be  named,  three  days 
before  he  was  gazetted,  and  then  p^id  to  a  Mr.  Do- 
novan, a  furgeon,  in  Charles-ftreet,  St  James'js- 
fquare.  As  he  (hould  have  occafion  to  mention  this 
gentleman  again,  it  was  neceiTary  to  ftate,  that  in 
1802,  he  was  appointed  to  a  lieutenancy  in  a  garrifon 
battalion.  He  had  never  enquired  what  was  the  nature 
of  the  fer vices  he  performed,  but  certainly  he  had 
performed  no  military  fervices,  for  he  had  never  been 
near  his  regiment,  and  feemed  to  have  a  perpetual 
leave  of  abfence.  He  could  not  account  why  this 
gentieman^s  appointment  was  not  in  his  professional 
nne,  upon  the  Medical  Staff,  fufficiently  extenfive  as 
it  was  for  the  purpofe.  The  introducer  was  captain  . 
Huxley  Sanden.  This  money  was  appropriated  by 
Mrs.  Clarke  towards  the  purcnafe  of  an  elegant  fer- 
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vice  of  plate  from  Mr.  Bifktett,  a  filrerfmJ*,  the  comi 
mlinder  in  chief  paying  the  remainder.  T^hus  it  was 
evident  that  Mrs.  Clarke  had  jlhe  power  of  difpofing 
of  commiffions  for  purchafe ;  2dly,  that  she  receiv- 
ed pecuniajry  considerations  foi"  protiiotions ;  and 
3dly,  that  th6  commander  in  chief  partook  of 
the  emoluments ;,  and  this  he  eOuld<  prove  by  the 
efrdeuce  of  five  witneflbt^,  including  the  executors 
of  Mr.Birkett.  '         . 

The  nfext  fa&  he  W(hild  adduce^  was  that  of 
Colonel  Bro6k$,  on  the  25th  df  July,  1805,  and« 
which  was  tranfaid:ed  through  Dr.  Thynne,  a  medical 
gentleman  of  high  refpeJStability .  It  was  agreed 
between  him  ana  Mrs.  Clarke,  that  fhe  (hould  re- 
ceive 200/:  6n  his  ^exchange  being  gazetted  :.  the 
lady  was  extremely  anxious,  andfaid  fhe  (hould  have 
an  opportunity  of  getting  200/.  without  calling  on. 
the  comtnander  in  chief,  and  on  the  Saturday  follow- 
ing thie  promotion  was  gazetted.  He  fhould  be  able 
to  produce  lieutenarft-colonel  Brook  and  lieutenant-^ 
colonel  knight ;  and  he  Woul^  be  the  laft  perfon  in 
that  houf^  to  bring  forward  fuch  charges  without 
competent  evidence.  He  (hould  now  ftate  a  cafe  by 
way  of  cobtraft  to  the  laft,  and  for  the  purpofe  of 
{hewing  that  fuch  permillions  to  exchange  were  not 
tiafily  obtained  from  the  Duke  of  York.  It  Was  the 
<iafe  of  niajor  McDonnell  and  major  Sinclair,  of  the 
firft  regiment  of  foot.  Major  Sinclair  had  been  a 
confiderable  tiiiie  in  the  Weft  Indies;  the  climate 
perfeftly  agreed  with  bis  health,  and  therefore  he  was 
clefirotis  of  going  upon  that  fervice,  and  applied  to 
the  coinmanderln  chief;  Major  Jfl'Donhel,  who  Vvas 
in  a  puny  fiate  of  health,  earneftly  applied  to  the 
conimander  in  chief  fpr  leave  to  declinie  that  fervioe^  ' 
apbreherifive  of  the  danger  of  the  climate,  and 
wiming  to  remain  in  Englalid.  But  major  Sinclair 
was  refufed  pe^miffioh  to  go,  and  major  M'Donnel 
was  rCfufed  permiflion  to  remainj.but  was  ordered

Mr.  Secretary  Cankihg  ooo«elve^  that  the  fuf*  . 
prifeexpreffcd  by  the  noble,.  Iprd  jn  fectlng  his  ri^ht 
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honourable  friend  propoie  to  the  confideratiofi  of 
that  houfe  the  raoft  defirable  mode  of  proceedings 
would  have  been  prevented   if  that  noble  lord  bad 
confider^  the  nature  of  the  improvement  .whicli  tira^ 
recommended.     The  interference  of  his  rigiit  bo*. 
Tipurable  friend  was  not  to  reftrifty  but  to  extend  in* 
quiry-r-it  was  not  to  narrow  the  means,  but  to  enlai^e  • 
the  fphere  of  deliberation.     It  was  an  improvement 
fuited   to  the  importance  of  tiie  aecufatton,  and  to 
that  ferious  dtfcuffion  which  fo  many  commandii^ 
inducements  preiled  it  upon  that  houfe  to  afford. 
-The  houfe  ihould  recolledt^  that  if  fuch  charges  were 
proved,  the  iffue  of  its  deliberation  might  lead  to  a 
proceeding  af&&ing  tiietnoft  valuable  privileges  of 
parliament,  and  tbe  deareft  interefts  of  the  elevated 
and  illufirious  perfoiiage  affe&ed  by  their  decifion*  . 
It;  was  eilablifhed  by  various  precedents  in  parlia* 
roentary  hiftory.      It  was  to  a  committee  of   the  . 
whole  noufe  the  cafe,  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough 
was  -fubmittedy  bccaufe  fuch  proceeding  was  con- 
fidered  c6rrefpondent  with  the  gravity  of  its  judi« 
cial  chara6ier,  and  becaufe  it  was  a  fpecics  of  trial 
which  united  earlinefs  with  publicity.    When,  there- 
fore, the  noble  lord  complained  that  an  attempt  was 
made  to  take  tbe  fubjc^  out  of  the  hands  of  the  ho* « 
nourable  gentleman  who  originally  brought  it  for- 
ward-, the  propriety  of  his  reproach  amounted  to  tbis^ 
that  the-Cbancellor  oftiie  Exchequer  bad  propofed  a  . 
xnotion  calculated  moil  eiiedually  to  promote  the  ob« 
jeGt  which  the  original  mover  profefied  to  have  folely , 
iQ  his  view.    Indeed,  the  honourable  mover  bimfeir 
did  not  feel  any  unjuftifiable  attempt  at  interference^ < 
nor  did  he  evince  any  hoftility  to  fubmit  bi^  charges! 
to  the  Houfe  of  Coipmons  in  its  moft  extended  capa^ 
city.     That  honourable  gentleman  had  declared  ,to^ 
tbe  honfe,  that  In  calling:  its  attention  to-this  very.fo^^^ 
lemn  fubjed,  he  was  folely  a6tuated  by  the  fea(e*ojf^ 
public  duty;  that  be  was  fre^e  from  any. boilile  fce]«^ 
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irfg  <o  ibt  derated  perfonagj^  whofe  cbarafter  his 
eharges  went  ft>  vitally  to  ajjeft.     For  theimpulfe  of 
jHiWiefjph*k  atld  dtfinterefied  patnotifm,,  be  v^as  veil-  ' 
iiftg  to  giro  him  credit,  and  fttve\y  that'  honourable 
getitlem^  could  not  be  diffatisfted  with  thofe  who, 
pheed  hitn  upon  the  moft  commanding  ftage,  to 
ri<iif>  the  benefit  of  his  patriotic  labours.     He  furely 
inw'be  aware,  that  having  undertaken  the  refponfi- 
blfrtalk'of  fubmittingto  the  Britiflt  Houfe  of  Com- 
ings fueh  a  ferioosaccufation,  that  whatever  might 
be  the  Mbe  ^f  it»  deliberation ;  in  whatever  view  the 
hbtfeChoiild  confider  the  tranfeftkms  which  be  has  dtf- 
clbfed,  whether  th^y  were  refuted  or  fubftantiated,in- 
fi^my  muft  attach  fomewhere— either  upon  the  ac- 
cttfed  or  the  accufer.^ — From  the  fyftem  which  bad 
befen  deliberately  purftied  foi*  fonie  time  paft,  by  the 
enemies  of  his  royal  highnefs  the  commander  in 
chief,  fre  had  to  congratulate  that  iliuftrious  per- 
fonage,  and  at  the  iame  time  to  thank  the  honourable 
rai^veTj  for  the  opportunity  of  canvai&ng  the  fubje^, 
upon  charges  preneiHred  in  a  tangible  (hape.    What- 
eter  reftift  might  enfue  from  fuca  accufetions,  it  was  ' 
xiOt  to  be  denied,  that  that  royal  perfonage  had  been 
fdbjfefted  to  the  fj'itematic .  calumnies  of  a  fet  of  un- 
principlted  libellers;  that  in  their  vile  and  malignant 
pnWlcitions  he  had  been  treated  with  a  brutality  of 
infi^h  Which  ahjftoft  made  good  men  hefitate  in  de- 
cMlngj^  wfjether  the  value  of  a  free  difcuffioo  was 
not  cpufidcrably  depreciated  by  the  evils  of  its  un-^ 
bliWfcd    licentioufuefs  ?     For    the   laft  fix  months, 
fdifcfce  «  day  etapfed  without  fooie  frefh  attack  upon, 
his  hoDooi:  and  his  feelings.     There  was  a  co-ope- 
ritibtt  of  eowardice  with  ialfehood,  which  fer  ex- 
ceieMed  the  calumnious  proftigaty  erf  other  times.-—' 
A'cowanMce  too  of  the  bafeft  kind^  participating 
qf  khp  r^d&  d^iiaved  and  odious  qnahties,  defcrvin^ 
of^tbit  execration  wbich  the  beil^  feelings  of  hu- 
wont J  wo«rld  pronounce  on  the  trafe  aifarlant  of; 
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it^maie  weakneis,  becairfe^  to  ciireft  unfouni)^  sf^ 
facks  dgaioft  tbofe  in  hi^h  authority  i  was  nearly  fiw* 
Jar  to  an  attacic  on  an  undefended  woman.  It  wai», 
therefore,  as  fincerdy  intereftcd  iu  the  boopi^  a^ 
^epntatiott  of  his  royal  Hi^hnefi^  that  he  r^iced  |o 
fiiid  that  this  ((ueftioa  hod  taken  a  4i^^  A^W^  ^^4 
that  in  the  due  and  proper  place,  th^  p^riqd  for  i^« 
coipation^  and  h^  was  uireof  e^^qulpatioo,  had  ar* 
yived.  It  was  for  parliament  to  eive  the  itiUje^.  Hbe 
fuUeft  inquiry,  but  he  trufted  that  .the  hoo^^raibje 
mover  would  in  the  firft  inftance,  witiioutTan^  f^^« 
jfequent  refiriSionf  direA' his  proofs  to  tl|e  fpeciiic 
obje£ls  on  which  bis  charges  of  tbs^t  nigb|.  wece' 
founded.  ^ 

Mr.  Whitbrxap  concurred  heartily  in  the  re* 
cominendiation  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Kxcheqi^er 
{or  the  mbtt  public  inquiry.  It  was  due  to  the  elevated 
rank  of  the  iliuftrious  perfonage  accufed,  and  to  tiie  . 
great  interefts  of  the  country,  which  were  fp  impli- 
cated in  the  iflbe.  The  r\g\i^  honourable  ftu^retary 
bad  aflumed  as  a  ^d,  that  fficb  a  contpit^cy  as  he 
defcribed,  exifted,  and  upon  that  aflumptlpn  be 
refled  all  bi$  arguments.  If  fu^ha  copfpjrs^cy  did 
esift,  every  man  muft  lament^  tbatfucha  chara^er, 
eleviuted  in  rank  and  influence,  ihould  be  expofed  to 
unmerited  calumny.  Still  it  >vas  to  be  prefuin^d  and 
hoped,  that  a  prince  of  the  houfe  of  Hanover  woujd 
prefer  even  furring  under  fucl;i  attacks,  rather  th^n 
rifque  the  liberty  of  that  prefs  to  which  that  fEunily 
sina  the'Britiih  empire  owed  fo  much.  But  why  ix&s 
this  brutality  of  infult  fo  long  fufiered  to  contii^ue  ?

it  IS  not  attended  with  any  emolunient  whatever*  but  it  has 
been  perfed^ly  gratuitous' on  my  part.  I  felt  it  a  duty^ 
when  engaged  in  it,  to  difcharge  all  of  it,  and  every  part 
of  it,  with  as  much  fidelity,  accuracy,  and  attention  as 
i  could.  It  came  to  my  knowledge,  late  in  the  year  iSoj** 
that  the  hufband  of  the  perfoh  who  has  been  examined  at 
the  bar,  threatened  an  adion  for  criminal  converfation 
againft  the  Duke  of  York :  it  was  neceffary  to  inquire  into

Mr.  Wardle  *'  w^is  as'defirotwas  anv  g«nlU*m^rr 
eould-  be  that  ihe  bufinefs  might  be  proceeded  ih 
with  every  poflible  d  if  patch,  ^t  would  however  be 
Receflarv  for  him  to  wait  the  arrival  from  Spain  of 
feveral  effential  witneffcs,  among  others,  Captain 
Huxley  Sandori,  and  TVIajor- Genera  I  French.

Adam.  "  No  man  had  ever  been  ex-* 
pcfed^to  a  cafe  more  fevere  and  cruel  than  that  ili 
ivhicli  .the  Hon.  Gentleman  had  fo  Bafiily  involved 
his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York.  Where  wds 
the  urgent  hafte  which  impelled  the  Hon.  Gent^e^flar> 
to  give  notice  of  a  motion  containing  fuch  grave  mat- 
ter of  accufatioh  againft  fb  exalted  a  pemnage,  foe- 
fore  he  knevrWhetber  Xhe  ^vid^^e  be  was  to  call, 
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in  proof  of  his  dmrge^  not  only  were  in  tlie  conn* 
try,  but  even  whether  |hcy  were  in  exiftcnce  or  not. 
Could  any  thitig  be  more  cruel  than  that  cahiffini^ 
fhould  remain  upon  the  chafa6ters  of  thofo  who  per- 
baps  hskd  falkn  in  their  country's  caufe,  and  upon 
bim  who  had  promoted  them,  without  perhaps  any 
opportunity  ever  occurring,  when  tlie  reafons  of  fuch

Mr.  Wardle.  ^  Having  dated  (hat  you  have  ferved  his 
Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  >York  gratuitoufly,  may  I  be 
allowed  to  afk.  have  you  a  Ton  in  the  army  ? 

A,  I  have,  he  is  a  Lieutenanl-colonej  of  the  2 1  (I  regiment 
of  foot. 

^  At  what  age  was  he  made  lieutenant-colonel  ?  ^ 

A.  I  will  anfwer  that  queflion.    But  as  I  have  received  a 
letter  which  I  will  prefently  read  to  the  houfe,  they  will 
fee  the  neceffiiy  of  nay  anfwering  that  quedion  by  fiating 
the  introdudtion  of  that  perfon^  and  the  progrefs  he  made 
in  the  army.     General  Sir  Charles  Stewart,  who  was  a 
friend  oF  my  early  life,  alked  me  if  any  of  (ny  live  fons  had 
a   difpofition  or  inclination  for  the  army.     I  told  him  that 
there  was  one  of  them,  then  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  old^ 
who  I  thought  had  a  flroDg  tendency  that  way.     He  faid, 
you  know  my  friendfhip  for  you,  and  the  rules  of  the  ftr- 
vice,  permit  my  making  him  an  enlign.    He  gave  him  the 
coromiflion  of  eniign ;  his  regiment  was  in  Canada^  and  the 
young  perfon  never  joined  it,  but  was  fent  by  me  imme* 
diately  to  Woolwich,  to  receive  a  military  education  re- 
gularly ;  and  as  I  am  alked  a  queftion  of  this  fort,  and  know 
its  tendency,  from  the  letter  I  have  in  my  pocket,  I  do  not 
thinlc  it. unbecoming  in  me  to  (late,  of  (p  near  and  fo  dear 
a  relation,  that  he  diilinguitbed  himfelf  extremely  in  his 
progrefs  at  Woolv^ich.     He  received  a  fecond  coramiffion 
of  Weutenant  from  general   Sir  Charles  Stewart,  equally 
Ijratuitoufly  with  my  fervices  to  the  Duke  of  Vork.     When 
Sir  Ralph  Abercrorabie,  whom  I  likewife  had  the  honour 
to  call  my  intimate   fri^d,  was  about  t0   go  out  to  the 
Helder,  he  went  under  him  at  the  age  of  fixteen  as  a  vo* 
lunteer.     The  houfe  will  pardon  me,  for  it  is  impoflible  foe 
me  not  to  feel  upon  this  fubjedl;  I  mud  flate  his  merits* 
That  youth  landed  in  a  hot  jt^re^and  he  behaved  fo  as  to  re* 
ceive  the  thanks  of  every  body  around  him;  he  remained 
adively  engaged  in  every  engagement  during  that  expedi- 
tion ;  he  had  the  command  of  fuch  a  fubdivifion  of  men  as 
a  lieutenant  commands,  and  they  were  of  thofe  troops  that 
w^ere  raifed  as  volunteers  fromUhe  militia,  tbey  w«i9  ^V^ 
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Co  fervfce^  they  required  fnuch   management,  and  yet  he 

•^ontrrved  t»  conduct-  thera  \vfell :  when  he  retUfned  <tl  this 

country,  he  received  frort)  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 

York,  without  any  felicitation  whatever  on  my  part,  fo 

'^h'elp   me  God,  a  commiffion   in    his   own'  regim'eiit,Mhe  ' 

•  Coldftream,  having  paved  the  way  to  make  him  alfeotenaht 
in  his  own  regiment,  by  giving  him  acdromiiliort  in  one  t>F 

'the  regiments  that  was  raffed  juft^ter  Ihetiffair  of  the 
Helder;  I  do  not  recollect  the  particular  circumftance?, 
but  it  w*i!I  be  eafy  to  get  them  bt  the  War-office,  if  ih3t  is 
'  nereflfary.  He  remained  in  the  Coldftrl?am  regirtieiit  at 
'  home  until  the  expedilibn  to  Egypt,  when  he  weni  again 
'  under  Sir  Ralph  Abecirrombie,  where  he  was  accompanied 

•  by  his  friend  at  Wool  wicKi" who  had  rbade  a  (imilar  progrdfs 
'tvith  bimfelf,  the  fon  of  Sir  John  Warreii,  who  was  killed 

by  his  fide.     He  was  one  of  thofe  v^ho  larideo  with  the 
Cruarcfs  in  the  illuflrious  landing  commanded  by  Sir  Ralph 

•  Abercrombie,  and  covererl' by  Lord  Kcirii.     I  have  lh« 

•  happinefs  to  fay,  that  he  diftmguiflied  hirnfelf  eqoaMy  tfpbn 
'that  occafi'on.    When  he  returned  home,  theDiike  ot  Y<^k 

•'again  gratuitonfly  transferred  hrtn  to  his  own  re^imeht^ 
with  the  rank  of  major ;  and  he  rofe,  as  a  matter  of  courfe, 
at  the  age,  I  believe,  oFnot  quite  tw_enty-()ne,  to  the  rank, 
of  lieaienatit-colonel  in  the  f^icond  bat'alion  of  his  dUn 
regimient.  When  colonel  Wiifon  vvent-abroad  with  genefal 
'^^ill&nd,  colonel  WiJfon  Fntimared  to  me,  that  it  wotfld 
vacate  his.lieutenantwcolonelcy  ;  and  the  dnly  time' I  fcVer 
mentioned  his  name  to  the  Duke  of  York  w»as  to  menttbn 
that  fadt,  and  to  leave  it  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  to  do  as  be 

'  thought  fit:  his  Royal  Higtineis  put  him  in  the  firft 
battalion  :  anfd  I  have  the  happinefs  to  think,  that  he  has 
been  a  conftant  credit  to  his  country,  and  has  commanded 
as  well,' from  the^  moment  he  was  appointed   ticutenant- 

-  Colonel,  as  any  one  in  the  fervlce  ;  and  I  dellre  gc'neral  o(H- 
cers  in  the  farvice  to  fpeak  to  that.   If  general  Moore  were 

•  alive,  he  could  do  ft,     I  now  beg  leave  to  read  this  leifer, 
w  hich  I  fhould  have  confrdered  a  meie  trifle,  if  ii  were  not 
for  this  qtie{lion,and  patitintamy  potket,  and  prbbably  iiito^ 
the  fire :  it  is  written  in  red  Ink.

Mr.  Wardle  confidered  it  his  duty,  before  he 
fubnnitted  bis  charge  againft  the  ConnmaTider  iaf 
Chief  ill  the  promotion  of  captain  Maiing,'  pcfi- 
tively  to  ftate,  that  he  believed  that  gentlefnan  as 
proper  an  officer  iis-any  of  his  rank  in  the  ferv  ce. 
JLvery  inquiry  he  bad  made  went  td  prove  that  hif  ' 
Condiii£l  was  ftriQIy  honourable.  ■  It  would  appear . 
from  the  GazettCy  that  captain  Maiing  was,  ap- 
pointed to  bis  enfigncy  in  November  1805;  that  he 
was  promoted  to  his  lieutenancy  in  November  rWG;  * 
and  obtained  %  company  on  the  5th  of  September, 
180«.  His  Miajefty's  regulations  had  prefcribed. 
"that  every  oilier  fhoukl  continue  for  a  limited^ 
time  in  his  fubaltern  fituation."  But  his  complaint 
in  this  cafe  was,  that  captain  Maiing  was  promoted 
over  the  heads  of  officers,  many  years  his  feniors  in 
the  army,  and  who  were  many  of  them  lieutenants 
long  before  he  received  his  appointment  to  an  en- 
figncy.  This  was  a  moft  cruel  fyfiem  ;  and,  in  the

Mr,  WoRTL^Y  remarked,  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
any  member,    in    bringing    fuch    ferious    charges^ 
againft  any  perfon,  and  more  efpeciall)'  againft  fuch  ' 
anilJuftrious  perfonage  as  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
ihould  have  been  perfeQly  certain  of  the  accuracy^ 
of  his  fiatements,  and  of  the  means  which  he  pof-  ^ 
feffed  of  eftablifhing  ttem.     This  was  not  the  only 
infhtnce  in  which  the   honourable  c:€ntleman   hatl 
beeh  defeftive  in   his  information.     The  ihi^nce  in 
the   cafe  of  colonel  French   was  more  aggilavated ;

Mr.  Wardle  disclaimed  any  in^ntiqn  of  deceiv-

After  he  vvas  appointed,  I^  sent  for  captain  Maling, 
Tumi  rt'pcHted  to  him,  as  nearly  as  1  can  recollect,  the  very 
words  I  repeaitd  to  his  brother.  He  expressed  himself  much 
honoured  in  the  appointment,  much  flattered  with  my  no- 
tice ;  and  that  he  was  in  readiness  to«et  off  instantly  to  the 
army  depot,  to  which  place  I  believe  he  did  set  off.

m>  promoted :  but  it  never  has  been  the  practice  of  the  arsiy, 
that  the  promotion  goes  in  a  regular  rou(iiic  of  seniority 
throi!gh  (he  vi'holc  army^  I  nevcr^iiearU  of  such  a  practice. 
1  beg  farther  to  explain  :  1  conceive  it  my  particular  duty 
to  take  care,  and  report  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  that 
any  offiter  whose  nan  e  is  submitted  to  l;is  Royal, High  new 
as  a  fit  and  proper  persun,  duly  <)uafified  in  all  respects  as 
to  character,  as  to  points  uf  service,  and  as  to  his  Majesty's 
rrgtilations,  for  the  serTice  into  which  he  is  «o  r(]iommend- 
ed  ;  <hat  captain  Maling  is  so,  I  did  certainly  conceive  ;

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ntffinded  a  t-egiihont  ifi  tbe  "West  Indfes,      It  has  been    my. 
fbfttine,  vefy  unrlcservedly  perhaps,  to  have  a  sword  voted" 
for  my  services, to  have  been  lepe-itcdly  thanked  by  general 
efficf  S^s  umk  t  whom  I  have  been  placed.      It   is  perhaps  a 
singular  p«rt' of  my  service,  that  I  have  not  cn^y  served  in 
€very  situation  in  thenrwy,  from  an  ensign  up   to   my  pre- 
sent rank,  that  a  g<*ntleman  could  serve  in,  but  I  have  also 
served  in  every  situation  upon  the  staff  of  the   army,  with- 
out one  single  exception.

unfounded.  He  was  pertectly  convinced  that^hifll 
hon.  friend*  who  brought  forward  the  charges, did  it 
from  pure  motives  and  a^enseof  duty;  but  when  he 
first  Keard  of  those  accusations^  he  sent  a  commoni 
friend  to  warn  him  not  to  gtfe  too  much  credit  to 
tiie  sort  of  evidence  upon  which  such  charge  would 
probably  rest.  He  was  very  sorry  indeed  that  his  • 
hon.  friend  neglected  ibis  warning;  and  be  feared  that . 
he  was  lending  himself  as  an  instrument  to  an  asso*» 
ciation  who  were  conspiring  against  the  character  of 
the  Royal  Duke.  In  his  opening  speech,  he  had

lamp  in  her  back  rocvn.  "After  she  had  talkcad  a  little 
while,  I  sat  down  and  drank  some  wine  with  her.  In  the 
matter  of  conversation^  from  one  thing  lading  to  another* 
she  seemed  to  be  acquainted  with  almost  every  person  tiMht 
I  knew.  I  jsat  there  perhaps  aboiTt  half  an  boor;  a,  per<» 
son,  wbom  I  imderstood  to  be  her  sister*  ssm  present.

I  can  hardlj 
describe  her  to  you ;  for  I  never  met  wi^h  any  per^ioo  who, 
on  the  first  interview,  behaved  so  extremely  polite  and 
jjenteel  to  a  stranger ;  I  saw  her  two  or  three  times,  and 
drunk  wine  with  her ;  and  she  Consalted  me  about  placing 
of  some  glasses,  and  the  size  and  shape  of  some  figures, 
whether  they  were  too  large  for  the  room.  * 

,    Q*  Did  she  give  any  orders  tcTyou  ? 

A,  Yes;  she  desired  I  would  have  a  Grecian  lamp  made, 
tO'fit  np  in  the  back  room,  which  I  believe  came  to  about 
twenty  pounds.

Q.  Or  one  of  the  chief  clerks  ? 

A*  Not  to  my  recollection. 

Mr.  Lluskisson.  Q.  Before  you  received  yoxir  appoint- 
ment'from  the  Treasury,  were  you  not  referred  to  the 
Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts,  to  be  examined  as  te 
your  fitness  to  be  a  Commissary  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  what  interval -there  was  between 
that  reference  ^nd  your  appointment  ? 

A,  I  do  not. 

Q.  From  whom  did  yoa  receive  the  letter  of  reference 
to  the  Comptrollers  ? 

A,  I  am  not  certain,  but  I  recollect  the  circumstances

A%  The  accounts  of  the  Commissary  General  were  not 
mnde  up^  or  rather  my  accounts,  which  are  the  last,  har- 
ing  been  kept  at  Buenos  Ayrea  after  the  departure  of  the 
Aru>yi  having  been  sent- there  to  pay  for  the  supply  of  the 
Army  and  the  Nhvv  on  their  return  home :  and  I  was  apr 
)iri/od  by  Mr.  Bullock,  that  I  was  placed  on  half  pay, 
which  could  be  bdt  a  ft-w  weeks  previous  to  my  departure 
for  Portugal  ;  and  the  day  previous  to  my  departure,  t 
was  the  whole  day  with  Mr.  Bullock,  finally  bettiing  our 
accounts.

A.  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  I  was  placed  on  half  pay, 
though  I  believe  it  was  but  for  a  very  few  weeks,  because  my 
Hccciunts  with  Mr.  Bullock  were  not  settled,  aiul  I  resided 
in  London  in  consequence  of  it. 

Q,,  WfTe  you  placed  on  half  pay  by  any  order  of  the 
Tivasury  ?  "^ 

A*  1  was  only  apprized  of  it  through  Mr.  Bullock,  I 
do  not  know  thnt  it  was  the  fact. 

(?.  Do  you  know  on  ^hat  recommendation  you  i/fere 
sent  on  service  to  Portugal  ? 

A^  I  do  nor,  Mr.  ColRn  told  me  that  he  had  no't  sug- 
gested my  name. 

0,%  Do  you  kno%v  whether  Mr.  Coffin,  the  Commissary 
Generiil,  was  called  apon  on  the  occasion  of  ihc  Expedi* 
tions  to  Portugal  and  Spain,  to  furnish  the  Treasury  with  a 
List  of  all  Assistant  Cpmmissaries  who  were  upon  half  pay, 
or  not  otherwise  wanted  on  services  in  England,  in  order 
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tsbat  they  might  he  sent  on  service  to  those  countries,  with- 
out making  fresh  appointments  ? 

A,  Mr,  Balkfck  called  upon  me  at  the  coffoe  houi^e . 
where  I  had  resided,  and  told  ine  he  had  been  informed  that 
morning,  that  I  was  put  down  hr  the  Expedition  under 
Sir  Arthur  Weliesle^  ;  I  was  in  bad  health,  and  had  bten 
^cunstan^llj  occupied,  and  he  knew  that  well  ;  and  he  said,  I 
would  atlvise  your  going  to  the  Commissary  General's,  in 
Great  George-street,  to-morrow.   * 

Q.  \Vhen,you  went  to  the  Commissary  General's,  were 
you  told  to  hold  yourself  in  readiness  for  foreign  service? 

A'.  I  think  Mr.  Coffin*  or  Mr.  Morse  said  to  me,  Well, 
are  you  ready  to  be  sent  again  ?  I  said,  I  hope  not  junt  yf-t: 
Ithink  Mr.  Coffin  came'  out,  and  .said,  1  did  not  siiggest 
your  nam©  to  ibe  Treasury,  I  assure  yoUf  or  that  Mr. 
.Morse  said,/  he  beUevtfd  th^t  Mr.  CoRln  had  not  done  so. 

Q.  Had  you  made  m»  application  or  interest  to  go  upon 
this  service  I 

A.  CerUiinly-not,  except  that  which  I  made  to  Mr. 
Barri«>oD,  i6nd«i>g  I^  was  appointed  to  the  Store  Depart- 
Aient. 

Q.  Up  to  the  period  that  you  applied  to  Mr.  Harrison, 
requesting  tliat  you  might  be  changed  from  the  department  ^ 
of  Stores  to  tbe  departmenl  qf  the  Accomm^  had  you  aaiy 
leeeoiH  exce|;e  that  you  could  perform  it  with  more  satis- 
tetlon  ;  did  you  consideF'  it  any.  promotion  i-n  tWsen'Lre  ? 

A*  Certainly  not,. fur  I  bejievo  it  is  certain  ibai  th^re  \% 
%  greater  chaiure  of  pron^olion  in  the  Stort^  Depart ment, 
£rom.  its  nctivUy,  aad  Uiat  ^rxivity  bri^>g  in  ibe  e^e  of  the- 
Co^nuaunder  in- Chief,  thaa  bemg  in  ihe  Account  Depwri-' 
ment. 

Mr*  Bootk-'  Q.  Before  you  were  in  the  Cp«iliHasariea 
Department,  what  was  your  prol'cssion  wf  life?. 

A.  I  was  a  long  time,  after  my  Father  qi^itted  liiondon 
and  quitted  business,  without  any  kind  of  oceupatiofi ;  my 
Vather's  liberality  rendered  iv  wmeceasary  for  me  for  some 
time  previous  to  my  oppointmeiH* 

Q.  Before  you  wer«  appointed  to  the  Comitusaariat,  did 
you  not  follow  the  business  of  a  stockbroker  ?    ' 
^  Som^  years   previous    to >  that,  L  heiteye    io    the 
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year  18C0,  er  1801  j  Tam  net  certain  precisely  as  to 
liates. 

Q.  Why  did  you  quit  tKat  line  of  life,  and  when  ? 

A*  It  was  my  Father's  desire,  and  besides  that,  in  conse- 
quence of  peace  first,  and  afterwards  ihe  renewal  of  husti- 
liCles,  I  iobta  great  deal  of  money,  by  the  failure  of  different 
persons,  and  my  Father  was  constantly  urging  me  to  quit  it, 
as  a  very  hazardous  and  dangerous  employment.  ^ 

Q,  Then  your  resignation  of  that  profession  was  after  the 
breaking  out  of  hostilities? 

A.  I  am  pretty  uure  it  was. 

Q.  iiow  soon  after  did  you  pay  one  thousand  pounds  to 
W  rs.  Clarke  for  this  situation  ? 

A.  My  Father  paid  it,  my  Father  gave  me  the  money  for 
it.  .    '  '        ' 

"Q.  Was  that  the  only  reason  assigned  for. your  Iraving 
your  bubinehs  of  a  stock-broker,  or  was  it  not  from  embar- 
rassed circumstances  in  the  Allcv  ? 

ji,  I  was  invited  to  stay  in  the  Stock  Exchange  by  soma 
c^frbe  Members,  but  my  Father  wou4d  not  consent  to  it. 

Q,  Did  you  pay  all  your  differences  ? 

A,  I  paid  my  last  shilling,  and  iiivolved  myself  consi- 
derably. 
-   Q,  Did  you  pay  all  your  differences  ? 

A,  I  have  never  seen  the  paper,  nor  my  books  of  the 
Stock  Exchange,  because  they  vttre  delivered  immediately 
into  the  hands  of  the  Comihittec  ;  they  were  requested  to 
be  examined,  and  to  this  moment  I  have  not  received  them 
back.  All  the  differences  would  be  that  which  you  lose  by 
the  failure  of  others,  and  among  others,  Mr.  E.  P.  Solomon's 
and  Mr.  Cope  were  deficit  to  the  amount  of  ftvc  or  six 
thousand  pounds  to  me,  which  was  the  cause  of  my  leaving 
the  Stock  Exchange.

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  Mith  Mrs.  Clarke  previous  to^ 
font  quitting  ttie  Stock  Exchange  ?

Ithad  known  Mrs.  Clarke  several  years. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  the  Jirst  lime  you  either  lent  or 
gave  any  money  to.

The  CaiAfiCftiAoit  GfCvthe  ExcHsCiyalt  said^  that  it 
was  perfectly  unnecessary  to%put  more  (|uestions  to 
tltts  ^HtiMSi^^^'^iMi  ffiauld  not  ammrer  them  fronv  his 
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own  knowledge,  and  they  could  onlytend  to  prejudge 
the  evidence  of  Colonel  French. 

Lord  FoLKSTONE  i^rged  "the  propriety  of  adjourn- 
ing the  further  investigation  of  the  business,   which 
'   was  then  the  more  proper,  as  a  great  many  Members 
had  left  the  Hou^e  since  the  adjournment  had   been 
pr6posed  by  another  Member." 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  stated/  *'  that

Mr.  Adam  felt  the  circumstances  they  were  placed 
in  to  be  of  the  most  serious,  nature ;  the  cause  itself 
was  of  the^greatest  imjtortanccj  and  the  ^ytis  of  (he 
country  were  upon  them  ;  but  they  were:  tcr  dp  tbeit 
duty.

Mr.  Whitbread  wished  to-know  of  what  use  this 
would  be  ;  though  she  should  answer  in  the  negaiive, 
yet  she  might  gain  information  to-morrow  by  channels 
ne  could  not  allude  to  there..  He  thought  it. better  to 
begin  with  her  on  the  next  night  the  Cpmtnittee  should 
sit,  and  then  examine  her  as  to  these  points  ;  at  present 
one  question  would  bring  on  another,  and  that  at  a 
time  when  she  fiad  declared  she  was  unable  to  answer.

Mr.,  YoRHB,  previously  to  the  Speaker's  Icavhi]^ 
the  Chair/ and  refenn^ta  what  passed  in  theCdm- 
niittcc  on  Tuesday  niffht,  begged  leave  to  say  a 
few  words  on  the  subject  of  tlie  suggestions  theft 
thrown  "Out  by  him  xqx  the  consideration  of  the 
House*  He  was  aware  that  what  passed  in  that 
House  might  be  misunderstood,  and  might  also  be 
misrepresented  out  of  doors.  He  therefpre  wished  to 
state  the  ^grounds  of  what  had  then  fallen,  from  him. 
Jn  the  fir>t  place,  what  he  ^lad  thrown  out  on  the 
occasion  alluded  to,  was  merely  a  suggjestion  for  the 
consideration  of  the\Committe.e,  in  consequence  of 
their  not  going  on  with  the  examination,  which  they 
seemed  so  anxious  to  proc^d  in.  He  hoped  he,  as 
much  as  any  Gentleman  in  that  House,  would  be  ready 
to  listen  to  the  application  of  any  witness  whom  they 
might  feel  it. necessary  to  call  to  their  Bar,  paxticuUrly 

ia 
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in  an  enquiry  of  sUch  importance,  lit  was  the  last  man ' 
to  recommend  the  adoption  of  harsh  measures  against 
any  pers69V  particu!arl)r  against  a  female^  But  he  would- 
no^  have  disehtirged^hiis'  duty  if  he  had  hot  stated  the' 
impropriety  of  allowing  a  conimunication  between  one 
witness  who  had  beeri  enatifiined  and  another  who  was 
then  about  to-be  examined^  on  a  subject  of  so  much ' 
consequence,  a  communfication  which/ in  his  opinion^ 
could  not  take  place  consistently  with  the  ends  of 
justice.    He  suggested  it^  therefore,  only  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Hou^';-^how  far  it  would  be  proper, 
with  the  view  of  preventing  this  evil,  till  the  wit-* 
ness  could  be  examined,  that  she  should' be  (:omtnuted 
to  the  Serjeant  ^t  Arms.     An  opinion  had  gone  abroad ' 
that  this  was  a  novel  and  unparliamentary  suggestion, 
atKl  not  agreeably  to  the  forms  of  proceeding  in  that 
House.    In  his  own  justification^  he  must  now  be  ex^ 
cused  for  alluding  to  some  precedents,  which,  though/ 
not  entijrely  in  point,  went,  he  conceiv*ed,  to  sanction 
the  princi^e  suggested  ty  him.     At  the  monienthe^ 
conld  only  speak  to  his  general  recollection.    Since, 
however,    had  taken  an  opportunity  of  looking  into 
the  Journals,  and  he  should  wish  some  of  the  cages 
to  be  read,  not  because  they  were  absolutely  in  point, 
but  because  they  bore  oh  the  principle.

Lord  FoLRSTONE  remarked,  that  if  |he  cases' alluded 
to  by.  the  Honourable  Gentleman,  were  read  only  in 
justification  of  himself,  he  had  no  objection  to  the - 
time  of  the  House  being  so  occupied ;  but  if  the 
Honourable Oentleman  meant  to  found  any  motion  or 
|)roceeding  on  the  cases  which  had  beeli  read,  he,  for 
one,  must  ins&st  on  time  to  look  into  the  precedents 
which  had  heto  alluded  to.  He  m^st  eveii  go  a  little 
farther,  and  statib,  that  if  it  was  meant  to  be  laid*  down 
tha<  the  fact  of  two  witnesses  who  were  examined  at  the 
bar  of  that  House  communicating  togekfaer,  on  any  sub* 
ject,  or  even  on  the  subject  under  inquiry, was  sufficient. 
to  invalidate  the  testimony  of  both  or  either  of  such 
witnesses,  against  that  doctrine  he  must  solemn  ]ypro«» 
test.  (  Such  communication  might  innocently  take 
jj^ace  ;  nzy,  be  thought  it  was  natural  it  should ;  and 
imless  either  of  the  witnesses  so  shaped  their  evidence 
in  consequence  of  such  communication,  as  both  to  tell 
the  same  story,  he  could  not  at  a\l  figure  any  thing. im- 
proper which  could  result  from  it.  Particularly,  he 
mtist  protest  against  such  a  doctrine  being  entertained, 
where  the  witnesses  had  not  even  been  cautioned ag^nst 
faoldiog^aay  communicatson  with  each  others 

Mr-  Fuller  \vished  to  know  what  any  honest  wit- 
nesses could  have  in  holding  any  communication  of  the 
kind.    Wherevcf  the-  ease  shotSld  occuTi^  he  could  rc^ 


^rd  it  as  rvothiog  short  of  a  coritiivance  to  supporttheir 
falsehoods^  and  a  design  to  deceive  and  innpose  on  the 
House. 

Mr.  Sheridan  new  tose,  and  observed,  that  in  con* 
sequenfie  of  a  question  put  by  him  to  a  witness,  od  a 
former  night*  it  had  come  out  that  a  gentleman  whom 
the  witness  had  seen  in  Mrs.  Clarke's  apartments/ was 
a  writer  for  a  newspaper ;  and  a  surmise  bad  been«iii- 
tertaisiedy^bolh  in  that  House  and  among  the  public, 
that  this  gentleman  Was  Mr.  Finnerty.  Sudh  suspicion 
was  so  generaL  that  it  became  necessary,  foV  the^cha- 
racter  of  Mr.  Finnerty,  that  it  should  be  publicly  oon* 
tradicted  ;  he  should  at  present  have  contented  hhn« 
self  with  giving  to  the  petition  amoit  solemn  and  for- 
mal contradiction^  were  not  some  farther  notice  of  it 
necessary,  in  consequence  of  the  peculiar  situation  iti 
1t4)ich'MQ4  FJnnertv'at  ptesetitatt>odb  Api'osecution  was 
depending  against  Mr.  Finnert)r,  at  the  suit  of  the  At^ 
ttQfffeyCijeoera},  for  a  libel  against  the  Duke  of  York, 
which  it  was  understood,  would  be  soon  brought  to  a 
t^l.  txf  this  situation^  Mi'.

Mr.  Kbkrick  thought  it  neceflary  to  ftate^  for 
the  information  of  the  Houfe^  fonje  circumflailoef 
which  had  come  to  his  knowledge  with  regard  to 
the  witnefs  who  had  juft  been  at  the  Bar.

He  by 
no  means  infinuated,  that  poverty  or  humility  of  lire 
were  to'  be  conftrued  into  objections  againft  tbe 
validity  of  ftatements,  where  the  perfons  making 
thenx  had  unifomly  fur^ported  a  good  charafter ;  but 
he  had  ftill  a  right  to  contend  that  when  perfons 
wholly  unknown,  except  by  the  good  accounts  they 
gave  of  themfelves,  were  brought,  forward  upon  fe- 
rious  inquiries,  he  or  any  other  Member  had  a  right 
to  inquire  into  every  circumftance  of  tlieir  previous- 
life,  and  of  their  connexions.'*

-^.^I  have  already  explained  that  business;  it  was 
merely  the  effect  of  chance;  Mrs.  Clarke  sent  for  me,  and 
proposed  the  business  to  me;  it  was  not  the  effect  of  my 
application. 

Q.  At  what  number  in  Argyle-street  does  Mr.  Tahour-* 
din  live  ?  ,  .        ' 

A*  I  do  not  know,  hot  his  name  is  upon  the  door.

,   The  witness  was  directed  to  withdraw. 

The  CHANCEi.LORof  the  Exchequer  proposed  that 
they  should  proceed  no"  farther  at  present,  but  that 
they  should  resume  the  proceeding  next  day,  which 
was  agreed  to. 

Dd3'  Colon-'l 
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Colonel  Loraine,  the  Executors  of-Burkitt  the  Sil- 
versmith, and  others,  were  ordered  to.  attend. 

After  the  House  resumed,  Mn  J.  Smith  proposed 
that  Mr.Tahourdin  should  be  called  to  the  Bar  ;  but 
this  was  overruled  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Chancel- 
lor ofthe  ExcHE(juER,  who  said  that  his  affair  did  not 
relate  to  the  Dakeof  York's  business.  He  further  men- 
tioned that  he  had  it  long  in  contemplation  to  propose 
a'law  to  prevent  this  practice  of  jobbing,  making  the 
appointments  void,  and  subjecting  those  who  engaged 
in  such  transactions  to  punishment,  as  rn  case's  of  mis- 
demeanor. But  if  Mr.  Smith  chose  to  make  this  t  raffic 
in  wriierships  the  subject  of  investigation  by  a  Com- 
mittee up  stairs,  he  would  have  no  objection.  Mr. 
Smith,  in  consequence,  gave  notice  that  he  would 
'  mov^  to  that  effect. 

With  respect  to  Mr.  Williams,  Mr.  Lowten  was 
tailed  to  the  Bar,  who  said^  that  he  had  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  this  Williams  was  deranged ;  and  this  being 
jn  some  measure  confirmed  by  Mr.  Kenrick,  he  was  or- 
dered to  be  discharged  out  ^f  the  custody  of  the  Serjeant 
at  Arms  without  payment  of  fees. 

The  Chairnrian  was  directed  to  report  progress,  and 
ask  leave  tp  sit  again.  They  adjourned  at  four  o'clock 
in  the  morning  till  nett  day. 

On  Fripay,  February  10. 

Mr.  Warole  moved  theOrder  of  the  Day  for  the 
House  revolving  itself  into  a  Committee  to  examine  the 
charges  against  his  Koyal  Highness  the  Commander  in 

Chief. 

[Mr.  Wharton  in  the  Chair.J 
Mr.  Wardle  rose  and  observed  that  "  the  first 
circumstance  to  which  he  wished  to  call  the  attention 
ofthe  Committee,  was  a  statement  in  one  of  the  letters 
from  Mrs.  Clarke,  about  his  having  got  information 
from  Mr.  Finnerty  about  a  Major  or  Colonel  1  ucker. 
When  he  was  examined  he  stated,  that  except  with  re- 
spect to  the  affair  of  Major  Hogan,  he  had  never  had 

any 
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any  communication  wUh  Mr.  Finnerty,  except  once 
the  lobby  of  the    House  of  Commons,  when  he  nrradc 
some  communication  relative  to  Dr.  Thynne.  This  he 
repeated,  for  he  certainly  did  not  recollect  having  got 
any  other  informair ion  from  Mr.  Finnerty.     The  na/ne 
of  Tucker  misht  have  been  mentioned  to  him,  but  of 
that  he  had  no  recollection.  It  was  most  disagreeable  to 
him  therefore,    to  hear  the  eternal  insinuations  that  he 
had  got  his  information  from  Mr.  Finnerty.     A  Petition 
had  been   presented   by  his  Right  Honourable  Friend 
below,  from  Mr,  Finnerty,  praying  that  he  *might   be 
called   CO    the   bar,    and    he   should    be  glad   if  that 
request  were  complied  with — that  such    insinuations 
might,  if  possible,    be  put  an  end  to.     He  could  not 
help  also  adverting  to  the  attack  made  upon  him  by  his 
Right  Honourable  Friend  *  the  other  night,  as  if  he 
had  been  acquainted  with  improper  persons.     Of  con- 
spiracy he  knew  nothing — he  did  not  know  to  whom  his 
Right  Honourable  Friend  alluded,  and  requested  of  him 
to  name  them.    He  was  acquainted  with  nobody  whom 
he  would  be  ashamed  to  own- and  if  he  knew  of  any 
conspiracy,  he   trusted  he   was  too  well  aware  of  his 
duty  to  suffer  it  to  rest  without  denouncing  its  authors. 
After  what  hrs  Right  Honourable  Friend   had  said,  he 
was  not  surprised  that  a  Ministerial  print  should  have 
taken  up  the    point,  and  said  that  he  was  the  accused 
instead  of  the  accuser.   If  his  Right  Honourable  Friend 
would  name  any  one  whom  he  imagined  to  be  engrigcd 
in  conspiracy,  or  giving  false  information,  he  would  as- 
sist him  in  every  means  that  could  properly  be  used  In 
order   to  investigate  the  ^subject.      Another  4X>iTit   to 
which  he  wished  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee, 
respected  the  witness,   Miss  Taylor.    Fom  the  mode 
of  examination  adopted  by  one  Gentleman,  an  impresr 
sion,  he  believed,  of  a  very  unfounded  nature  might 
prevail  with  respect  to  her.     It  was  his  duly  to  state  all 
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he  knew  respecting  that  witness.     He  was  told,  and  he 

believed,  that  she  was  the  daughter  of  a  Gentleman 

he  was  told,  and  he  believed,  that  she  had  t\ya brothers 
in 'the  army,  and  one  in  the  navy  '  When  he  yesterday 
told  her  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  her  to  appear  at 
the  bar  of  the  House— she  said,  that  **  if  she  was  called 
upon  she  must  speak  the  truth,  though  rt  would  be  the 
luin  of  her  dearest  connexions/  under  these  circum- 
stances he  was  desirous"-^ 

Mr.  LoCKHART  in,  replying,  to  order,  observed  that 
**  it  was  very  irregular  to  comment  in  this  manner  upon- 
the  character  of  a  witness  m  a  speech,  and  not  by  way 
of  evidence"  .  ^ 

Mr.  Warding  "  hoped  after  what  an.  Honoura'ble 
Gentleman*  said,  while  examining  this  witness,  he 
might  have  been  allowed  simply  to  state  what  he  knew 
respecting  her."  •    " 

'The  Chancellor  of  the  ExCHEQutR-  observed,, 
**  that  if  it  was  permitted  to  make  a  long  harangue  up- 
on the  testimony  of  witnesses  immediately  upon  the 
examination  of  each,  this  would  lead  into  a  debate 
and  there  would  te  no  end  of  the  proceedings,  and 
•  the  Gentleman  would  have  a  full  opportunity  of  com- 
menting upon  the  credit  of  the. witness,,  wjien  the  whole 
of  the  evideuce  was  before  the. Committee,  when  it 
'  wouldcome  much  more  properly  than  at  present." 

Mr.  Sheridan  rose  and  remarked,  that  whatever 
iiregulariiy  there  might  be  in  ilhc  latter  part,  there 
<ouId  be  nope  in  tWe  commencement  of  his  Honourable 
Friend  s  observations.— It  had  been  suspected  that  he 
got  his  information  from  improper  persons,  or  such,. 
as  soma  Gentlemen  eoaccived  to  be  impfSper  persons,  . 
and  as  his  Honourable  Friend  had  observed,  that  some 
suspicion  attached  to  Mr.  Finnerty,  he  had  said  thathe 
should  be  glad  to  have  Mr.  Finnerty  called  to  the  bar.-* 
Mr.  Waapxe  upon  this  gave  up  the  point.    He  tliep 
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itatedy  that  as  the  letters  of  Mr.  Donovan  to  Mrs. 
Clarke   had  been  the  subject  oi  observation,   he  had 
them  in   his  pocket,  and  was  ready  to  give  them  in,  if         j 
such,  should  be  the  desire  of  the  Committee.     He  also         j 
adverred  to   the  message  which  his  Right  Honourable  -       | 
Friend,  *   had  sent  him,  with  respect  to  his  founding 
these  charges  on  the  cvidenceof  improper  persons ;  and 
declared  that  he  had  never  received  any   such  mes- 
sage. 

Mr.  Sheridan  in  answer  said,  **  that  no  Member  in 
the  House  could  be  more  ready  to  avow  his  sentiments 
and  principles  than  he  was.  He  did  not  make  an  attack 
on  his  Honourable  Friend,  but  stated  what  was  fair  and 
just.  The  friendly  caution  which  he  had  sent  him  was 
not  received  by  the  Honourable  Gentleman — he  knew* 
But  he  had  never  used  the  word  **  conspiracy,  or  con- 
spirators." He  had  been  roused  by  a  request,  that^ne 
of  the  charges  cni^t  stand  over  till  a  witness  had  re* 
turned  from  Jamaica —because  this  was  altogether  un« 
necessar}r,  since  Colonel  French  and  Captam  Sandon 
were  so  identified,  that  th^  evidence  of  the  latter  was 
perfectly  sufficient  without  that  of  the  former*  As  to 
his  saying  that  his  Honourable  Friend  had  received  his 
information  through  improper  channels,  his  Honoura* 
ble  Friend,  when  he  required  that  they  might  be  nam* 
ed,  placed  him  in  rather  a  difficult  situation,  becaiisa 
some  of  the  persons  to  whom  he  alluded  had  not  been 
«xamjne<i.  His  Honourable  Friend  had  very  honour- 
ably cleared  Mr.  Finnerty,  and  done  him'  justice. 
But  when  he  iiad  heard  that  his  Honourable  Friend  wa« 
abO«.;t  to  exhibit  serious  charges  against  the  Comman-- 
der  rn  Chief  on  the  inlprnjation  of  Mr.  Mac  Callum, 
the  aiithor  of  a  pamphlet  against  the  Duke  of  York  ; 
when  he  heard  that  he  was  proceeding  upon  the  infor- 
mation of  Mr.  Cockayne  and  Mr.  Donovan,  the  exa- 
inination  of  the  latter   last. night  shewed  that  he  had

some  reaso'h  for  wishing  that  his  Honourable  Frienrf 
should  be  cautious*  He.  however,  gave  fuU  credit  to 
the  purity  of  his  Honourable  Friend's  motives,  and  h^d 
endeavoured  to  prevent  the  House  from  making  a  run^ 
against  a  person,  who  had  the  spirit  singly  a'nd  alone 
to  undertake  a  business  of  this  magnitude.  He  assured 
his  Honourable  Friend,  however,'  that  he  would  go  on 
with  this  affair  without  prejudice  or  partiality,  and 
that  no  rank  or  station  should,  in  his  mind,  oppose  the 
free  course  of  justic^." 

Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  felt  it  his  duty  to  say  a  fe\f 
words,  as  he  understood  that  his  late  worthy. friend  Co- 
lonel'Tuckdr's  name  had  been  mentioned.  .**  Colonel 
Tucker,"  he  said,  **  had  performed  great  services  to  his 
country.  Hchad  twicpbecn  engaged  in  active  service  un- 
der Sir  David  Bairdy  and  once  under  SirSJimuel  Auch? 
maty>on  all  which  occasiens  he  had  iijghly  distinguished 
himself.  When  under  his  comtnand  in  Portugal,  he  had 
also  performed  the  niost  essential  services,  and  had  gi- 
ven him  such  ^ssis^ance  that, on  his  return,he  had  felt  h 
his  duty  to  represent  his  conduct  in  the  most  favourable 
.light  to  the  Secretary  of  State/' 

Mf.  Wardle  declared  he  never  meant  the  most 
distant  imputation  upon  the  conduct  of  that  gallant 
Officer,  nor  had  he  any  personal  knowledge  of  him 
whatever;  he  had  only  mentioned  his  name  as  connect- 
ed with  one  of  the  transactions  which  were  the  subject  of 
inquiry.  He  then  desired  to  know,  «*  whether  it  was  th« 
pleasure  of  the  Committee  that  the  letters  of  Mr.  Do- 
novan should  be  read?" 

Lord  P'oLKSTONE  suggested  that  they  ought  to  be  gi- 
ven in,  as  they  were  materially  connected  with  the  cre- 
dit of  the  witness. 

The  Attdrney-General observed,  "  that  the  Com- 
mitiee  could  know  nothing  about  their  contents,,  and  that 
the  Honourable  Gentleman  himself  was  the  best  judge 
whether  the  letters  were,  material." 
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Mr.  Wardle  never  thought  before  the  evidence  of 
last  night,  of  giving  them  in,  for  many  reasons,  oneof 
-wrhich  was,  that  they  wound  the  feel ings^of  perhaps  very 
Honourable  persons,  without  essentially  promoting  the 
jxresent  investigation,  ^  But  when  they  w«re  alluded  to, 
as  they  Had  been  last  night  by  the  witness  Donovan  him- 
self, he  thought  it  his  duty  at  least  to  submit  the  ques- 
tien  to'the  Committee.  He  had  now  no  great  desire  to 
produce  them,  though  they  were  in  ome  measui^e  con- 
nected with  the '  veracity  of  a  principal  witness.  He 
^vould'not  wish  to  give  pain  to  any  individual  where  it 
was  unnecessary. 

The  Chancellor  oftheExcH^QUERobscrved,**  that 
as  the  Committee  could  not  possibly  judge  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  letters,  the  matter  must  rest  "with  the  Ho- 
nourable Gentleman  himself.  .  Mr.  Donovan  had  pro- 
duced the  letters  of  Mrs.  Clarke  to  him,  which  were 
very  material,  as  they  contradicted  her  testimony ;  if 
the  letters  of  Mr.  Donovan  to  her  contradicted  his  tes* 
timony  ;  they  were  material  with  respect  to  his  credit. 
,But  it  was  impossible  that  what  was  said  by  a  third  per-, 
son,  in  this  way,  could  affect  the  Duke  of  York.  Of 
the  effect  of  the  letters  the  Committee  would  judge  when- 
they  were  read,  but  at  present  the  Honourable  Gentle- 
man was  the  only  judge  whether  they  ought  to  be  pro- 
duced, and  he  would  decide  upon  the  princiciples  : 
which  he  had  stated,  which  he  apprehended  to  be  cor- 
rect and  proper." 

Mr,  Sheridan,  "  Mr.  Donovan  has  certainly  ex- 
pressed a  desire,  that  the  letters  should  be  produced  ; 
and  he  has  produced  the  letters  of  Mrs.  Clarke,  appa- 
rently with  the  confidence  that  his  own  would  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee.  As  to  their  being  strictly 
legal  evidence  that  is  another  question.  There  can  be 
no  harm  in  hearing  the  letters  read  ;  or  my  Honourable  ► 
Friend  might  state  their  contents,  arid  allow  the  Com- 
mittee to  judge.'* 

Mr.  Wardle,  •*  The  letters  4o  certainly  go  very 

materially 
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iDaterially  to  contradict  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Donovan, 
who  has  in  his  evidence  affirmed,  that  he  had  not  been 
engaged  in  trafficking  in  places'under  Government." 

The  letters  were  then  given  in. 

Mr.  Rose  thought  that  it  was  proper,  before  they 
were  received,  that  Mr.  War  die  should  state  how  he  came 
by  them. 

Mr.  -Whitbread  observed,  "  that  his  Honourable 
Friend  had  already  stated  how  her- came  by  them  ;  but 
if  they  were  in  the  handwriting  of  Mr.  Donovan,  that 
was  not  at  all  rnaterial.*' 

Mr.  YoRKE,  •*  The  Honourable  Gentleman  iias  on- 
ly stated,  that  he  got  some  letters  from  Mrs.  Clarke." 

Mr.  B.  Bathurst,  **  The  hand-writing  ought  to  be 
proved  before  they  were  admitted,  and  the  honourable 
Gentleman  ought  to  state  how  he  got  them." 
'  Mr.  Wardls  then  stated,' that  '*  he  did  get  them 
from  Mrs.  Clarke.  In  answer  to  some  questions  from 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  he  stated,  that  he  had 
ta^en  them  from  Mrs.  Clarke's  table ;  that  they  were 
all  the  letters  of  Mr.  Donoyan  to  her,  except  some 
about  the  commissions  to  which  he  had  adverted  in  his 
evidence.'* 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  said,  *•  that  it

\Q  know  where  any  person  could  be  found  who - 
wouM  oppose  her  commitment.  If  the  assertion  of 
General  Clavering  wcr^  to  be  weighed  against  the  as- 
sertion of  Mrs  Clarke,  no  one  coulcf  doubt  ivhjch 
must  kick  the  beam  in  the  estimation  of  the  Commit- 
tee^ but  still  the  Comniittce  would  perceive,  that  there 
was  a  difference  between  convicting  a  person  of  pro- 
bable falsehood  by  producing  the  testimony  of  another, 
and  convicting  a  person  of  absolute  falsehood  by  the 
productionof  his  own  testimony.

Q.  When  she  was  in  Gloucester-place,was  she  not  upon  a 
visit  to  Mrs.  Clarke,  and  asi^ociating  with  her,  living  with 
her  for  the  day  ? 

A>  That  is  more  ihau  I  can  reply  to,  nbt  recollecting 
having  ever  been  in  Qloucester- place  more  than  twice. 

Q*  Did  you  not  state  that  Mrs.  Clarke  had  informed  you 
that  a  regulation  existed,  by  which  a  letter  of  recoinmen- 
dation  o/  an  Officer,  requesting  promotion,  forwarded  by 
a  Member  of  Parliament  or  a  General  Officer^,  would  ob- 
tain consideration ;  and  have  you  ascertained  whether  such 
a  regulalioQ  does  exist  ?

A*  If  I  am  correct  >  I  did  not  say  that  it  was  Mr.  Mel* 
lish,  the  Member  for  Middlesex. 

Mr.  Quin,''^Q.  Having  stated  that  you  called  twice  up- 
on Mrs*  Clarke,  to  fequest  that  your  name  should  not  he 
mentioned,  or  that  you  should  not  be  called  upon  to  give 
any  testimony  against  her;  what  motives  had  induced  you 
to  come  now  to  give  this  evidence  ? 

A,  Because  my  name  having  appeared  if)  the  public  pa*

Mr  Whitpread  wished  to  know  whether  ^he  No- 
bble Martjuis  was  offering  his  statement  as  evidence  ? 
It  a  pearcd  it>  him  thai  it  ought  to  be  entered  in  the 
itiinutes.  In  conjreqccnce  of  a  circumstance,  which 
incidentally  came  out  last  night  in  evidence,  a  Com« 
mittce  had,  this  day,  been  appointed  to  investigate 
some  concerns  connected  with  the  East  India  Company, 
and  possibly  a  Commitice  might  become  necessary,  with 
regard  to  tlie  affairs  *of  the  Treasury  also. 

The  Changellor  of  the  Exchequer  obsenved.that 
the  only  difference  was  as  to  the  expediency  of  enter- 
ing the  Noble  Lord's  statement  ia  the  minutes.  In 
his  judgment,  that  did  not  appear  necessary*  particu- 
larly as  it  referred  to  a  point  not  properly  relevant  to 
the  professed  object  of  the  ihquiry. 

Mr.  Whitbread  su^jgestcdi  whether,  a^?  the  point 
deemed  irrelevant  by  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman 
was  already  in  the  minutes,  it  would  not  be  better,  that 
the  Noble  Lord's  explanation  of  it  shduld  be  inserted 
there  also. 

Mr.  Rose  thought  it  not  material  to  press  the  ques- 
tion, whether  the  Hoble  Lord's  explanation  should  be 
inserted  in  theminutesor  not.  although  certainly  wide 
ol  the  original  object  for  which  the  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed ;  but  this  was  but  one  of  many  instances, 
in  which  the  Committee  had  gone  astray. 

Mr.  WiLBER>oRCE  wished  the  Noble  Lord's  state- 
ment to  be  inserted  in  the  minutes. 

Mr.  StiERiDAN  thought  the  proposed  statement 
should  be  inserted  among  the  evidence,  to  enable  the 
House  to  judge  of  the  ca^e.

^.  Relate  what  you  know  respecting  Major  Tony n's  pro. 
motion  from  the  48th  Regiment  to  the  Majority  of  the  31sr. 

^.  I  believe  it  was  about  the  month  of  March  1804p, 
that  Captain  Saodon  called  upon  me,  and  told  me  that  he 
had  an  opportunit^fpromoting  a  Gentleman  to  a  Majori^- 
ty  ;  if  I  knew  of  any  Gentleman  who  bad  cUims  that  would' 
entitle  him  i<^  it,  he  could  forward  the  promotion.  I  roen« 
tioned  this  circumstance  to  Captain  Tonyn)  who  was  h  very  ' 

old 
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old  office r^  I  believe  he  had  served  about  23  years.     The 
terms  upon  which  he  was  to  obtain  that  promotion,  as    far 
as  I  can  recollect,  was  five  hundred  pounds.     Captain. To- 
nyn  waited  for  some  time,  and  he  becaaie  impatient.     I 
believe  about  t^e  month  of  ^lay  or  June,  lie  satd^as  there 
were  a  number  of  Field  Officers  to  be  promoted,  he  consi- 
dered, as   he  had  not  obtained   that  promotion  through 
Captain  Sandon,  in  the  mean  time,  he  should  witl\draw  his 
name  from  Captain  Sandon,  and  take  his  chance  in  the  re- 
gular line  of  promotion  :  in  consequence  of  which  I  imme- 
diately waited  on  Captain  Sandon^and  apprized  him  of  it.

Mr.  Wi  N  D  H  A  M  conjeftured  that  there  was  a  mif- 
take  on  this  point.  The  yvitnefs,he  uiiderftood,  had  not 
pofitively  refufed  to  anfwer,  nor  done  any  thing  with 
FefpeA  to  this  queltion  which  neeetTdnly  implied  a 
difrefpect  to  the  Houfe.  She  had,  before  anfwerinff 
direclly,  dated  an  additional  reafon  why  (lie  fhould 
pot  anfwer,  for  the  copfideration  of  the  Committee ; 
and  that  reafon  was,  "  that  the  individual,  if  named, 

would 
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would  be  fubje(3:  to  great  incomrenience  aiid  f&fTcF* 
ing.*'  It  did  not  necieflarily  follow  thiit  the  witnei's 
was  blameable  for  iubmitting  that  reafoa  before  flie 
anfwered* 

The  CflAKCBLLOR  of  the  Exch Eau£R  m^uM 
be^forry  if  an  impreflion  prevailed  any  where  that  be 
had  interfered  too  foon;  and  if  there  were  any  gien- 
tlemen^  who  did  not  percieve,  during  the  la,fi  half 
hour,  in  the  witnefiii*s  conduiS:,  an  attempt  to  evade, 
to  trifle  and  ftuffle, — — ["iVo  /  no  /**  fram-fjeveral 
munbers*']  He  meant  to  (late  that  no  other  witnefs  in 
any  other  caufe  than  this  could,  upon  displaying  fuch 
improper  behaviour  as  this  witnefs  had  done  within 
the  laA  half  hour,  efcape  being  committed.  The 
Honourable  Gentleman  did  not  agree  with  him  in 
.that;  but  it  v*ras  certainly  his  opinion.  He  did  not, 
however,  impute  blame  in  any  quarter  tor  fuffering 
the  witnefs  to  proceed  In  this  fort  of  behaviour  thus 
long  ',  but  at  the  fami*  time,  in  fupport  of  tlie  dig-, 
hity  of  the  Committee,  it  was  neceflary  to  altert 
the  refpeA  due  to  it,  atW  long  and  manifed  abufe 
of  indulgence. 

General  Mathew  faid,  that  the  Cliancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  was  wrong  in  talking  of  iufliciing 
punilliment  on  the  witnefs.  This  mode  of  treating 
evidence,  was  a  violation  of  the  liberty  of  the  fub- 
je6l.  *  This  was  a  point  whibh  ought  to  be  always 
kept  in  view,  and  he  would  pay  no  attention  to 
what  was  faid  from  tlie  Government  fide  of  the 
Houfe. 

Mr.  Caoker  infilled  upon  the  importance  of  hav- 
ing an  anfwer  to  the  quelUon.  The  witnefs  had 
Hated  the  party  would  fufier  the  lofs  oi.the  money

The  document  I  hold  ia  my  hand  relates  to  the  pro^ 
motion  of  Lieutepapt  Tonyn,    alluded  to   in  tbe   liift 
letter  of  General  Tony  ft  :  itrejpains  with  the  Committee    ' 
to  decide  whether  that  is  to  be  read. 

Q.  Was  not  General  Tonyn  colonel  of  the  re^raent  at 
the  time  he  made  the  application  in  favour  of  his  sons.'' 

A»  Yes,  he  was.  These  are  all  the  documents  that  I 
have,  with  respect  to  Major  Tonyn.  It  appears,  that  iu 
the  month  of  August  1804,  a  very  lar^e  aui^mentation 
was  made  to  tU*e  army,  consisting  of  no  less  than  fifty 
battaliojis  ;  in  the  fonmatipn  of  thofe  battalions  I  received 
tbe  orders  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  to  prepare  a  list 
of  the  senior  officers  of  the  army,  o^enerally,  of  each 
rank,  and  to  take  their  names  ffom  the  book  of  tecom- 
mendations,  where  they  had  been  noted.  In  consequence 
of  this  command,  1  did  prepare  a  list,  and  fobmitted  it 
to  the  Commander  in  Chief;  and,  in  that  list,  in  the 
same  list  with  Major  Tonyn's  name,  there  were  fifty- 
tliTee  officers,  appointed  to  majorities ;  namely,  eleven 
&iajors  removed  from  other  corps,  or  from  the  half-pay  ; 
thirteen  brevet  majors ;  twenty-nine  captains,-  Of  those 
captains  feven  were  captains  of  the  year  1794,  nine  were 
-captains  of  the  year  1795  (amonj^t  them  was  Captain 
Tonyn),  ^ve  were  captains  of  the  year  179^>  seven  of 
the  year  17OT»  and  one  of  the  year  1799.  fiiave  men-  ' 
tioned  that  Captoia  Tonyn  was.  a  captain  ^ of  179«'5,  there 
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were  ouly  six  captains  in  that  year  senior  to  bim  in  tlw 
service.  That  is  all  I  know  on  the  subject  of  Captain 
Tooyn^s  promotion,

Q.  Did  all  the  officers  who  were  prombteJ  at  the  titae 
Major  Tony^  was  promoted,  receive  their  promotioa  into  , 
thcNnew  corps  without  purchase  ? 

Ar  Into  the  new  corps,  most  certainly. 

Q.  All  the  new  captains  those  that  were  promoted  into 
the  augmeptation  of  the  army.

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Q.  Did  Tnany  of  them  appear  in  the  same  Gazette  with 
Major  Tonyn  ?  --  ~ 

A.  I  have  stated,  that  there  were  fifty-three  field  offi- 
cers io  the  sum^e  Gazette,  and  I  should  imagine,  without 
counting  them,  there  could  not  be  lesa  thaa  two.bau- 
dred  officers  altogether;  the  paper  is  now  in  my  hand. 

jF/on.  Mr.  Yorke.  Q.  At  th  *  time  this  great  auguienta- 
tion  took  place,  and  lists  Of  officers  were  preparing  xd  the 
office  of  the  Commtnier  in  Chief,  were  those  lists  a  se- 
cret, .or  was  it  in  any  one's  power,  on  referring  to  the 
clerks,  to  see  those  lists  ?  ^       > 

A*  I  endeavour  to  keep  those  things  as  secret  as  I  pos^ 
-  sibly  can,  but  in  so  large  a  promotion,  it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  say  the  secret  was 'exactly  kept.        ^ 

Q.   Previous  to  the  gazetting  of  those  commissions 

which  have  been  alluded  to,  when  the  Jist  was  completed, 

or  nearly  completed,  was  it  possible  to  keep  the  secret  so 

far,  as  to  prevent  the  contents  of  those  lists  being  more 

•  or  less  known? 

A.  I  do  not  think  it  was. 

Q.  Give  the  Committee  some  account  of  the  purchase 
and  sales  of  commissions  in  the  arniy,  tbe  maoi^  ia 
which  that  business  is  transacted,  and  in  whose  hands  tbe 
.  purchase  money  is  lodged. 

A,  I  have  already  stated  to  the  House,  and  it  is  in  evi* 
'dence  before  the  Committee,  that  the  saioe  rules  tppljT 
tp,ti)e  promotion  of  officers  by  purchase,  as  without;  hot 
in  order  to  ensure  the  greatest  possible  regularity,  every 
regiment  in  the  service  is  ordered  to  transmit  a  returu 
quarterly,  of  the  number  of. officers  in  each  regiment  . 
disposed  to  purchase,  and  to  mefition^  in  such  return 
where  the  purchase  money  is  to  be  had ;  those  returns 
tire  entered  in  a  book  in  the>Commander  in  Chief's  of- 
fice, and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  those  returns  are  in- 
variably referred  to»  and  the  officer  senior  «poo  the  list, 
if  iir  all  respects  eligible,  is  invariably  recommended, 
jiB^rided  it  does  not  interfere  with  other  officers  of  greater 
pcetenskms. 

Q.  In  whose  iiands  is  the  purchase  money  deposited  or  . 
*  lodged?  .       ^  ^ 

A*  Before  a  recommendation  is  submitted  to  His  Ma* 
jesty  for  purchase,  it  is  necieseary  that  a  p^per  should  be  . 
seat  to  the  Commander  in  Chief's  office  from  the  a^efit* 

st^tisfp. 
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Stating  that  he  is  satisfied  that  the  money  wiil  be  for.  ^^ 
ccwiiing  when  the  commission  is  gazetted.  It  is  not  n  ^^ 
eessary,  and  it  is  so  gone  forth  to  the  anny,  as  is  state 
in  tt  p^per  upon  the  tabic  of  this  Committee,  that  th® 
officers  are  not  called  upon. to  lodge  the  money  in  the 
agent's  hands,  but  they  are  only  called  upon  to  notify  to 
them,  that  it  will  be  forthcoming  on  the  promotion  being; 
gazetted. 

Q.  Does  any  part  of 'the  monej'  relating  to  the  sale  of 
cominisbions  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Commander 
in  Chief,  or  has  the  Commander  in  Chief  any  controul 
«ver  that  money  ? 

A.  None  whatever.        ^ 

Q.  Can  you  state  from  your  knowledge  of  the  buai- 
Xkess  of  the  office,  what  is  the  average  amount  of  the 
purchase  and  sale  of  commissions  in  the  course  of  a 
year? 

A.  The  average  amount  for  the  last  three  years,  an- 
nually, exceeds  considerably  four  hundred  thousand 
pounds. 

Q.  Give  the  Committee  some  account  of  the  origin  of  ' 
purchases,  and  sales  of  commissions  in  the  army,  and  the> 
effect  that  they  have  upon  the  army  ? 

A'  I  believe  that  the  origin  of  the  purchase  *and  sale  of  * 
convmissions  arises   pretty  much  as  follows'    In   every   * 
other  service  in  Europe  it  is.  understood  that,  the  head  of 
the  army  has  the  power  of  granting  |>ensions  (o  the  offi- 
cers of  the  army,  in   pro^iortion  to  their  rank  and  scr-^*. 
vices :  no  such  power  exists  in  the  head  of  the  army  in, 
this  country;. therefore,  when  an  officer  is  arrived  at  the*  - 
command  of  a  regiment,  and  is,  from  Ion?  service,  infir'^' 
miiy,  or  wounds,  totally  mcapable  of  proceeding  with    ' 
that  regiment  upon  service,  it  becomes  necessary  to  "place.  * 
a  more  efficient  officer  in  his  stead.    It  is  not  possible  for^  ^ 
His  Majesty  to  increase  the  estabhshment  of  the  army  at 
his  pleasure,  by  appointing  two  lieutenant-colo^iels  where 
one  only  is  fixed  upon  the  establishment;  nor  is  it  Gon««   ' 
sistent  with  justice  to  place  an  old  officer  upon  the  ha]&.  *^ 
pay,  or  deprive  him  altogether  of  liis  commission ;  thefe. 
is,  therefore,  no  alternative,  but  to  allow  him  to  retire, 
receiving  a  certain  compensation  for  his  former  services  f 
what  that  compensation  should  be,  has  b«en.  liwarde<JL   - 
itpon  duie  opnsideratioD,  by  a  board  of  general  officers,^ 

LI  3  tliat: 
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that  sat,  I  tliiuk,  forty  or  fifty  years  ago,  soicewfiere 
about  1762  or  1763;  they  taking  mto  cousideratioD  ibe 
rank,  and  the  pay  of  each  rank,  awarded  a  certain  sum 
that  each  officet,  who  was  allowed  to  retire,  should  re- 
ceive upoii  retiiing;  that  sum  1s  called  '*  the  regulation 
price  of  commissions.'*  The  bearing  that  this  has  upon 
the  army»  is  a  very  lexteusiye  question,,  but  there  can  be 
no, doubt  that  it  is  extremely  advantageous  for  those  oHi* 
cers  who  cannot  purchase.  I  cannot  better  illustrate  it 
t<>  the  Committee,  than  by  stating  an  example  :  We  will 
suppose,  of  the  first  regiment  the  third  captain  cannot 
purchase ;  the  first  and  second  can :  if  those  two  officers 
could  not  purchase,  it  is  very  evident  that  the  third  cap- 
tain would  xemain  much  longer  third  captain,  than  if 
they  were  removed  out  of  his  way,  by  purchase  in  the 
gr^t  body  of  the  army ;  and  if  no  officer  cah  be  allowed 
to  purchase,  unless  he  is  duly  qualified  for  promotion 
without  purchase,  there  cannot  possibly  be  any  objection 
to  such  regulation,  nor  can  it  be  said  that  any  unexpe- 
rienced officer  is  appointed  by  purchase  ovt*r  the  heads  of 
others  better  qualified  than  himself,  no  officer  being  al- 
lowed  to  pur4Ha:ie,  but  such  us  is  duly  qualified  by  His 
Majesty's  regulations. 

Q.  LTponjthe  whii^,  you  consider  the  present  mode  in 
which  pui^ases  and  sates  of  commissions  is  limited,  as 
advantageous  to  4he  ^rvice  ? 

y^.  As  a  matter  of  oniuiou  I  certainly  do. 
Q.  You  hare  stated,  upon  the  former  examinations, 
the  manner  in  which  the  business  is  transacted  at  ihe 
Duke  of  York's  office ;  in  the' course  of  your  transacting  • 
business  with  the  Duke  of  York,  in  regard  ,to  forming 
lists  of  tcofuroissions  for  the  approbation  of  His  Majesty, 
do  you  ever  remember  th«  Duke  of  York  taking  a  paper 
memomttdum,  or  a  list  of  officers  out  of  his  pocket,  ai^ 
Butting  it  into  your  hand^  with  an  intimation  that  that 
fiat  was  to  be  considered  out  of  the  usual  course  ? 

A*  I  never  recollect  any  such  instance:  (  take  this  op- 
portunity  of  stating,  that  sipce  1  have  liad  the  honour  of 
'Verving  His  RoyalHighnessi  the  Duke  of  York,  I  have 
stated  it  often  before,  I  never  recollect  any  one  solitary 
itistance,  in  which  |he  Commander,  in  Chief  has  ey«r 
takea  any  paper  out  of  his  procket  and  put  into  my  hands, 
iijiogi  ^  tl^  maa  BDiuftt  be  an  ensign,  this  a  lieutenant, 

and 
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«nd  this  a  captain;',  but  all  recominendations  haV^  cotnft 
n?gulUriy  through  their  proper  channel,  and  I  do  not 
think  thei^e  is  any  one  instance  to  the  contrary, 

Q.  In  the  first  document  you  gave  in,  the  former  night, 
"^ith  respect  to  Captain  Maling,  there  is  ujarked  in  the 
printed  paper,  in  italics,  the  initials  C.  ^.  with  the  words 
•^agreed  to ;"  what  is  the  meaning  of  those  letters  C.  X/.? 

A.  My  first  assistant  is  Colonel  Loraine,  C.  L.  are  the 
initials  of  his  name,  and  '*  agreird  to,"  is  put,  and  it  then 
passes  into  hi:^  hands,  and  is  acted  upon. 
'  Q.  Is  the  entry  niarked.  with  the  initiats  C  L*  the 
definitire  entry  with  respect  to  any  recommeudation  that . 
comes  before  you  ? 

AJ  No,  it  is  not.  \ 

Q.  If  EL\\^'  alteration  takes  place  afterwards,  in  what 
way  is  that  noted  ? 

A,  It  "is  commonly  noted  in  the  same  manner  upon  ' 
the  same  paper. 

Q.  With  the  same  initials? 

A,  When  the  initials  are  once  put,  there  is  no  occa- 
fsion  to  put  them  a^i^Kin,  ,the  paper  invariably  passe's 
through  the  same  channel. 

Q.  Is  it  usual  when  a  recommendation  is  delayed  in 
the  office  for  want  of  sufficient  iuformation,  but  not  (Te- 
finttely  st<$pped,  to  mark  that  in  the  same  way  with  the^e 
initials,  C.  Z.  ?  ' 

A.  I  commonly  put  a  memorandum  upon  every  paper 
that  passes  under  my  hands^ 

Q.  How  would  you  mark  a  recommeudation  in  that 
predicament  ?  ^ 

A,  If  the  paper  was  to  be  considered,  I  should  say 
so  ;  **  to  be  considered." 

Q.  If  further  inquiries  were  to  be  made,  whit  would 
you  say  ? 

A,  I  should  probably  say,  **  to  be  considered,"  or 
very  probably,  ••cannot  be  acceded  to."  It  is  almost 
impossible  for  nie  to  state  the  precise  terms:  I  should 
adopt  them  according  to  circumstances.         >  \ 

Q.  Would  you  state  "  not  tg  be  acceded  to,"  when 
it  was  not  determined  that  the  recommendation  should 
not  -be,  acceded  to,  but  only  delayed,  while  further  in- 
quirres  were  making  ?    '  •  , 

A»   -if  the  paper  was  not  to  bie  acceded  to^  I  should 
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say*  **  tiot  to  Be  acceded  to  f '  but  it  does  not  follow  that 
though  it  was  not  acceded  to  ibeu,  it  might  not  be  in  a 
month  afterwards,  or  three  weeks  afterwards- 
"  Q.  If  the  only  reason  for  not  acceding  to  the  recom- 
mend» lion  at  tliat  time,  was  the  want  of  information^ 
and  that  inquiries  were  making  to  obtaijn  that  iuforma^ 
tioti,  would  you  mark  •*  not  acceded  to?" 

A*  I  reall}'^  might  or  might  not ;  it  seems  to  me,  as  I 
conceive  it,  a  matter  of  perfect  indifference*. 

Q.  How  are  the  first  commissions  in  the  army  com- 
monly disponed  of;  the  first  (commission  that  an  officer 
receives  ? 

A.  Invariably  without  purchase,  unless  for  some  spe- 
cial purpose;^ 

Q.  Are  those  first  commissions  an  the  patronage  of 
the  Commander  in  Chief?' 

A.  Yes  they  are,  exclusirely. 

Q*  You  have  stated  that  oflScers  purchased  according 
to  their  seniority,  unless  there  were  superior  pretensions  ; 
do  you  mean  in  junior  officers;  will  you  explain  what  you 
n^eaif  by  that? 

A.  Suppose  there  was  a  vacant  company  in  a  regi- 
ment, and  a  Lieutenant  in  that  regiibcnt  was  willing  to 
purchase,  it  does  not  quite  fbllovy  that  the  Commander 
in  Chief  would  permit  'that  Lieutenant  to  purchase, 
although  he  might  be  very  eligible,  because  there  might 
be  other  officers  still  more  deserving  than  him  in  the 
arn^.  • 

Q.  Do  those  circumstances  in  point  of  fact  frequently 
happen  ? 

A*  Continually. 

Q.  Within  these  late  years  hove  not  a  vast  number  of 
commissions  been  given  to  the  officers  of  the  militia,  both 
in  Great  Britain  and  .Ireland? 

A.  Yes;  to  a  very  consi^lerable  extent,  . 

Q.  AVhat  is  the  practice  in  the  Commander  in  Chief '» 
office,  when  ah  application  is  made,  by  any  gentlep^^uck 
either  in  Xiireat  Britain  or  Ireland,  by  memorial  ojr 
otherwise;  for  a  commission  for  his  son  or  relation  ? 

A,  It  ifi  the  practice  in  the  Commander  in  Chief's 
office  to  answer  every  paper  that  comes  in,  without  ex- 
ception.  When  any  officer,  or  any.  gentleman  makes  aa 
application  for  an  Ensigncy^  that  application  is  invaria- 
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bly  answered,  and  the  common  ansiwer  is,  *  th«it  tlie 
name  of  the  applicant  is  noted,  and  will  be  considered 
as  favoarable  opportunities  offer;  the.  name  is  tlven  put 
down  in  a  book,  and 'the  letter  is  put  by. 

Q.  Is  it  the  practice  in  the  Commander  iiv  Chief's 
office,  particularly  when  applications  come  from  Ireland, 
to  refer  those  applications  to  the  general  officer  com- 
manding in  tbe  district  from  which  they  may  have  come  ? 

A,  The  applications  from  Ireland  are  not  considered 
Tegular,  unless  they  come  through  the  officer  command- 
ing the  forces  there,  or  through  the  civil  channel  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  .     ^ 

Q.  Amongst  the  <]ocament  that  you  have  gtvep  in«« 
vfith  respect  to  Major  Tonjrn,  19  there  a  document  simir 
lar  to  that  just  alluded  to,  indorsed  C.  L»  **  agreed  to^*V 
or  any  thing  of  that  kind  ?

A.  It  amounts  to    the  same  thing;   it  is  a  slip  of 
paper.     This  Was  the  mode  of  transacting  business  by 
my  predecessor :  I  generally  do  it  upon  the  corner  of  the 
-letter  :  I  think*  it  better,  because  this  is  liable  to  be  Tost, 
tbeit  would  not. 

Mr.  Wilberforce.  Q;  Do  you  mean  that  commis- 
sions in  newi^rai&ed  regiments  are  always  given  away,  or 
that  Ensigncies  are  always  given  away  ? 

A^  The  answer  that  1  gave  to  the  former  <]|Qestio«»  I 
mean  to  stand  exactly  as  it  does;  and  I  beg  to  explain, 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  original  commissions  pur- 
chased; there  are  many  Ensigns  co;n  mission  J  for  sale, 
but  they  are. private  property^  arising  6ut  of  the  expla- 
nation that  I  gave  to  a  former  questioii :  for  example,  a 
Captain  sells  his  commissiou,  that  is,  he  sells  his  com- 
pany;  9  Lieutenant  buys  that  company ;  an  Ensign  buys 
that  Lieutenancy  ;  both  of  which  are  the  Captain's  pro- 
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per'ty ;  the  Ensigncy  then  becomes  vacant  of  course,  hy 
purchase. 

Mr.  9Vhithread.     Q.  In  point  of  fact,  was  the  appli-- 
catiou  of  General  Toqyn,  in  regard  to  his  second  sou, 
.^ccessful?  ,  .  >      . 

A>  I  think  it  will  be  fouiKl  oji  reference  to  the.docu- 
roent,  that  the  services  of  the  second  son  of  GeneraF 
Tonyn  were  not  so  long  as  those  of  the  eldest  son  ;  and* 
th«  General  recooimepded  the  second  scfi  for  purchase ; 
and  that  he  actually  was  promoted^  I  believe  1t  will  be- 
found  on  reference  to  the  dates,  before  the  eldest  son. 

Q.  Yott  have  stated,  that  when  this  large  promotion 
took  placed  in  consequence  of  the  augmentation  of  the' 
army,  veu  were  directed  by  bts  Royal  Hi^bnesg  to  lay 
before  him  a  list  of  officers  to  be  promoted  into  this  au^- 
xnentation,  to  be  taken  firom  the  oldest  officers  of  their 
respective  ranks  in  tfie  army ;  are  you  quite  sure  that 
the  name  of  Captain  Tonyn  was  included  by  yau  in  the 
list  you  laid  before  the  Coipmander  in  Chief,  or  waa  his 
'name  suggested  as  addition  and  alteration  in  that  list  by 
the  Commander  in  Chief  .^ 

A.  I  recollect  perfectly  well  the  circumstances]  of 
that  levy  ;  It  was  at  a  penod  of  the  additional  force  act ; 
and  the  names,  upon  the  list  which  I  submitted  to  the 
Commander  in.  Chief,,  I  really  believes  were  written, 
almost  without  exception,  witn  my  own  hand.  I  had 
<me  iassistant  to  assist  me  in  making  wxt  the  Wft ;  but  I 
really  believe,  that  the  rough  paper  was  actually  written' 
with  my  own  hand* 

Air,  Haskisson,  Q.'Do  you  answer,  that  you  are 
certain  you  included  Captain  Tonyn's  name  in  the  li^ 
yoii  submitted  to  the  Commander  m  Chief,  as  being  one 
of  the  oldest  officers  in  the  army  in  that  class  for  pro- 
luotion  ? 

/j.^As  certain  as  I  can  be  of  a  thing  that  I  could  n^t- 
posi>ibly  tiike  my  oath  o£ 

Q.  To  the  best  of  your  igecallection  ? 

A.  O;  certainly.' 

Q.  If  the  name  of  Captain  Tonyn  had  been  intro^ 
dttced  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  having  been  omitted 
by  yourself^  would  you  not  have  recollected  that  cir- 
^amstaiu:e  } 

A.  Y^ 
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JL.  Yes,  I  think  I  should ;    it  \s  in   evidence  before 
^he  Committee^  on  my  first  examination^  I  believe. , 
•  Q.  Do  you  4iot    put  a  mark   upon  all  papers,  upon 
which  any  thing  is  dtoiie  or  to  be  done  ? 

A,  It  is  my  constant  practice  to  niake.  a  mark  upon 
•«very  paper,  without  exception,  that  comes  into  that 
•office :  I  mean  to  say  that  t^enerdlly ;  ma^y  -papers  may 
escape  me,  but  that  is  my  general  practice.     ' 

Q.  According  to  what  is  done,  or  to  be  done  ? 

A*  What  is  to  be  done. 

Q.  State  whether  the  Commander  in  Chief  has  not 
'been  in  the  habit  of  attending  to  recommendations  by 
colonels  of  regiments  for  ensigncles  in  their  particular 
regiments,  provided  the  gentlemen  recommended  were 
certified  to  he  eligible  and  fit  for  service,  and  ready  to 
join  their  regiments?  * 

A.  Yes,  certainly;  but  in  giving  ray  evidence |before' 
this  House,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  state,  that  the  Com- 
malider  in  Chief  does  not  consider  that  the  patronage  of 
the  regiments  in  any  manner  whatever  devolves  upon  the 
colonel.

Mr.  ROWLAND  MALTBY  was  called  in,  an^ 
exjimined  by  the  Committee,  as  follows  : 

Chancelhr  of  ike  Exchequer,     Q.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

A.  At  Fishmongers-hull. 

Q»  What  is  your  profession  ? 

A*  A  eolicitor. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mrs,  Clarke  ? 

A,  I  am.  ' 

Q.  How  long  hai^e  you  been  acquainted  with  ber.^ 

A,  I  think  about  July  or  August  1806.  If  you  will 
give  me  leave,  I  will  state  the  way  in  which  I  became  ac- 
quainted with  hef :  it  was  through  the  nit^diuin  of  Mr* 
Russell  Manners,  who  was  a  member  of  the  last  Parlia*- 
nent ;  he  married- a  bister  of  my  wife's;  be  told  me  that 
he  had  been  introduced  to  Mrs.  Clarke,  wlio  hud  pror 
fessed  ah  interest  in  him,  and  that  she  would  endeavour 
to  get  a  place  for  hiin  through  th€  meanv  of  the  Duke  of 
.York,  and  he  wished  to  introduce  m^  to  her.  Under 
those  circumstance^  I  did  not  know  how  to  refuse  hiuiy 
and  I  accordingly  met  her  at  his  house,  I  believe  I  saw 
Mrs.  Clarke  perhaps  five  or  six  times  in  the  course  of 
that  year ;  afterwards  I  did  not  see  her  again  till  a  court ' 
martial  for  the  trial  of  Captain  Thompson. 

Q»  In  the  year  1806,  when  you  saw  Mrs.  Clarke, 
what  bBsiness  did  yoiv  transact  with  her ;  what  passed  be- 
tween you  and  her  on  the  oc'casion  of  your  beiijg  intro- 
duced? ...         .       , ;        .;

Mr.  Wardle,  in  consequence  of  what  had  been 
stated  by  the  Learned  Gentlemen  opposite  in  the  face 
of  the  House  and  of  the  public,  on  the  subject  of  evi- 
dence^ could^not  think  it  proper  for  him  to  press  the 
question  against  their  authority ;  and  should  therefore 
endeavour  to  come  at  the  fact  through  the  medium  of 
such  other  channels  as  were  within  his  reach. 

Mr.  Wh I TB READ  contended 9  that  testimony  quite 
as  loose  as  that  obj(  cted  to  had  been  already  placed  on 
the  minutes.  1  he  House  of  Coihmons  was  not  bound 
by  the  rules  of  evidence  observed  in  inferior  courts. 
The  inquisitorial  power  of  Parliament  authorised  a 
departure  from  the  strict  rules  of  evidence,  in  order  to 
come  at  the  knowledge  of  transactions  which  could  not 
otherwise  be  sifted.  If  this  inquisitorial  power  was  to 
be  given  up  it  was  high  time  for  the  House  to  resign 
all  its  other  powers. 

Mr.  LBycESTiR  had  not  said  that  the  House  was 
bound  by  the  rules  of  evidince  observed  in  the  courts 
below.  It  was  not  easy  to  draw  the  line  between  the 
evidence  that  should,  and  the  evidence  that  ought  not 
to  be  admitted  at  the  Bar  of  that  House  ;  but  he  had 
no  doubt  ihat  the  evidence  proposed  by  the  Hon.  Gen- 
tleman was  not  admissible. 

Mr.  Fuller  thought  that  any  departure  from  the 
rules  of  the  Courts  of  J  ustice,  which  were  regulated  by 
At  wisest  maxims  and  phnciples^  WQuld  be  merely  a 

party

partjr  practice.  Wherethese  rules  were  attended  to^jus- 
tice  would  Be  done  ^  but  where.thej  shouM  be  departed 
from,  nothing  but  party  influence,  and  prejudice^  and 
misconduct  would  be  the  consequepce.

Mr..  WlLBER FORCE  sympathised  ^^ith  the  feeh'ngs 
of  those  who  might  be  exposed  by  this  occurrence ;  but 
he  could  not  consent  to  consult  their  tranquillity  at  the 
expcncc  of  the  general  character  of  the  arriiy.  Ought 
it  to  go  foith  to  the  public  that  when  a.woman,  suchas 
the  witness,  )vas  examined  at  the  bar  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  the  House,  apprehensive  that  her  charges 
might  be  fatally  extengive,  did  not  dai^  to  proceed  in 
the  investigation  of  them« 

The  Chancellor  of  the  ExChi^quer  urged  another 
consideration  which  influenced  him  to  allow.this  ques- 
tlpn  to  be^put.<  If  the   witness  should  produce  the 
long  list  spoken  of  by  Mrs.  Clarke,  and  if  it  should 
turn  out  that  not  one  person  on  th^t  list  had  been  suc- 
cessful In  his  application,what  must  be  the  natural  in*- 
ference  ?  When  out  of  fifty-two  applications,  only  two 
were  successful,  it  was  pretty  evident  that  their  success 
was  that  of  accident,  and  not  of  preconceived  design. 
On  this  account,  he  thought  that  it  would  be  but  doing 
justice  to  the  Duke  of  York  to  put  this  question. 
Mr.  DuNDAS  also  spoke  in  favour  dF the  question. 
Mr.  Bathui^st  wished  the  question  might  beput^if 
it  would'  lead  to  any  elucidation  of  the  subject,  which 
he  believed  it  would  do.

A,  Ytis,  he  was;  .Colonel  Kempt  had  no  notion  of  hia 
appointment  until  it  was  intimated  to  him. 

Q.  Am  1  correct  in  supposing  that  Colonel"  Kempt 
would  have  declined  that  situation,  if  it  had  intiM'fered 
with  tiis  situation  as  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  8 1st  re- 
giment I  . 

A,  I  am  quite  positive  of  it,  for  he  repeatedly  affured

Q.  la 
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Q.-  Ts  the  Deputy  Quartermaster  General  ih  SirJIy  on- 
full  pay,  or  does  he  receive  any  otlier  pay  than  that  of 
his  stati' situation  ^--^A.  1  do  not  know  that  he  does;  I  be- 
lieve that  he  receives  merely  the  pay  for  hissta^^'  situation,, 
aud  will  be  placed  upon  the  half-pay  in  addtttou  to  that 
as  soon,  as  an.  opportunity  can  be  found,  but  at  presient 
he  IS  aggrieved  by  not  eveh  having  the  half^pay ;  that  is 
Lieutenant-Colonel  CampbelL 

Lord  Foik/ionc  Q.  Have  the  staff- ofiicers  whom  you: 
mention  as  being,  on  half-pay,  been  ou  half-pay  ever 
since  they  held  those  staff  situations  ? 

A,  1  believ^  1  have  stated  to  the  House,,  tliat  to  the 
best  of  my  recollection  they  were  all  upon  full-pay  whea 
they  were  appointed y  and  were  placed  ugou  half- pay. 
to  soon  at  possible  afterwards*. 

I  Q.  Immediately  upon  their  receiving  tlieir  staff"  ap« 
fomtments  they  were  placed  upon-  half-pay  ^ 
^  A.  As  sooa  as  .possible  afterwards ;.  the  Commaodei; 
in  Chief  has  It  not  in. his  power  to. place  an  officer  upoa 
half-pay  whenever  be  pleases,  there  must  be  a  vacancy, 
on  the  half-pay  establishment* 

Q.  I  understood  you.  to  -say  that  an  officer  of  the  namei 
of  Bowyer   in.  the  West  Indies,  was  on   the  full-pay,, 
holding  a  staff  appQi'qtoient,:  .  what  staff  appointmeBt.

A'  I  said  that  Major  Bowyer  was.  Deputy  Adjutant

Q.  Did  you  state  t]io»e  documents  which  you  read  to 
be  all  the  documeiits  re:jpecting^the  appointment,  of  Ma- 
jor Sliiiw  }'—A'  They  ai  e  all  that  L  kno.w  of,  in  liiy  prer* 
sent  recollection. 

Q..  All  those  that  are- in  the  office  ? 

A'   IJpoutpy  word  L  believe  so. 
^  Q.  la  it  cubtomary  to  appoint  an  officer  to  any  staff 

appoii^mt^^ 
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'«ppoiatinent  or  any  advaotageouf  sitaatson»  trithoUt  itT« 

'^qulrinj^  of  the  officer  comrnatidlu^  the  regiment  ta 
Y^I^CMiihe  beUiogs,  what  haa  been  the  conduct  of  that 
officer? 

A.  That  is  the  general  ihode  to  apply  to  the  ofRceV 

-«oramftnding  the  regiment;  but  Major  Shaw  had  not 
beea  in  the  40th  regiment  six  months,  if  my  recollection 

^  serves    me    right,  and  General   Burrard   states  th^it   be

Q.  Is  it  not  customary  to  apply  to  the  general  officor, 
who  is  colonel  of  the  regiment,  in  such  cases  ? 

A'  No,  J  cannot -say  that  it  is;  the  Colonel  of  the  re- 
giment, not  being  with  his  regiment,  he  is  v^ry  often 
not  so  good  a  judge  of  the  merits  of  the  dfficer  aii  the 
officer  actually  in  the  command  of  it,  or  many  other 
officers  with  whom  the  individual   may  have  prevro^sly 

served.  ♦ 

Q.  Ih  point  of  fact,  no  application  in  tins  case  was 
made  to  any  person.  but*General  Burrard  ? 

A^  General  Burrard  mentions  in  his  letter  that  he  had 
Sir  Jan^es  Craig  for  his  friend,  and  J  have  endeavoured 
.Jto  bring  to  my  recollection  whether  Sir  James  "Crai'^  had 
ever  spoken  to.  me  <ibout  Shaw  ;  I  cannot  bring  to  my 
recollection  that  he  did,  but  it  is  pos3i"bIe  that  he 
might. 

Q«  Had  Colonel  Shaw  ever  «erved  nn<ier  Sir  Jaines 
'Craig  ?  . 

A.  I  really  know  no  more  of  it  than  exactly  what  Sir 
iiarry -Burrard  states  in  his  letter^  it  is  most  likely  he 
had,  for  he  bad  served  a  -great  deal  in  India,  and  it  is 
probable  that  in  India  he  had  obtained  the  patronage  of 
Sir  Jaines  Craig.        ' 

General  Loftus^  Q.  Do  you  know  Colonel  Meyrick 
Shaw  ? 

.<ilf.  There  is  a  Colonel  Shaw  who  has  just  been  re- 
taoved  into ,  the  7.6th  regiment,  I  believe  his  name  is 
Meyrick  Shaw. 

Mr.  Wardh.  Q,  Do  you  recollect  his  being  confi- 
dentral  secretary  to  Loj;d  W^ellesley  in  India^  then  a 
major  ?      * 

-  A»  I  rather  think  that  he  did  hold  some  appointment 
•under  Lor4  WeUesley,  as  Lora  VVeii^sley  has  more  than 

once 
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once  recommendecl  him  to  the  notice  oFthe  Commsmter 
iu  Chief. 

Q.  Do  you  recoUect,  that  in  consequence  of  his  par* 
ehasiug  the  Lieutenant  Colonelcy  of  a  regiment  iiot  in 
India,  he  was  put  upon  half-pay  ? 

A*  Yes,  I  think  I  recoUect  that  perfectly,  that  he 
purchased  the ;  Lieutenant  Colonelcy  of  the  3  Ist  regi- 
ment. 

[The  witness  was  directed  to  Withdraw. 

The  Chancellor  of  tlie  ^Exchequer  objected 
to  the, question ;  he  could  not  see  its  bearing  on 
the  case  iu  point;  the  enquiry  was  liot  Whether 
the  reguhuion  pf  the  arnly  should  be  altered  ;  and 
hex*ould  see  no  necessity  for  putting  questions  ou 
that  point,  which  mi.^  prove  unpleasant  to  the  feel- 
ings of  the  witness. 

To  this  reasoning  Mr.  Whitbread  objected; 
Colonel  .Gordon  had,  on  a  former  nigb(,  stated  the 
general  -rule?  of  the  army,  he  thought,  therefore, 
that  any  question  which  went  to  discover  whether 
these  rulps  were  adhered  to  was  in  order  and  strictly 
proper.  If  individual  cases  of  proniotiori  occurred. 
It  was  proj>er  to  see  that  there  was.  no  doubt  of  the 
services  which  caused  such  promotion  :  this  was^  he 
contended,  a  casein  poiiat,  and  the  question -went  to 
shew,,  that  Colonel  Shawe  had  beea  af»pointed  in 
opposition  to  the  rules  which  Colonel  Gordon  kad 
laid  down.  He  was  well  aware,  and  iettcteeply  the 
painfulness  of  the  task,  but  still  the<)Qty*w&8  pafa^ 
mount  to  any  feeling  whatever. 

The  Chancbllor  of  the  Exchequer  perceived 
there  was  a  perfect  agreement  as  to  the  line  to  be 
pursued;  the  diffeience  aroS0  from  a  mUcoaceptioB 
idtf  tact.  The.  hotioui'iiklQ  gej)A|enian  had  ^ssuuted, 
that  Colonel  Shawe  had  beeiii  dsp^iq^  conti-4U*y  to

Lord  G.  L.  Gower  remarked,  that  it  was  some- 
wbAt  extraordinary  to  put  questions  respecting  the 
practice  at  the  Secretary  at  War's  Office  to  a  wit- 
ness who  stated  himself  to  be  unacquainted  with  it,* 
whilst  there  were  three  or  four  Members  in  the 
House  who  had  filled  the  Office  of  Secretary  at 
War. 

General  Loft  us.  ^'  As  it  had  fallen  to  my  lot, 
as  having  the  conlmand  of  a  regiment,  to  appoint  a 
Paymaster,  I  can  give  information  to  the  Committeer 
upon  the  subject.  It  behoves  Colonels  to  be  parti- 
cularly cautious  whom  they  appoint  Paymasters, 
because,  in  caso  rf  any  deficiency  of  security,  the 
loss  would  ultrmately  fall  upon  the  Colonels.  When 
a  person  was  reqommended  to  me,  he  gave  in  his 
name  to  the  Agent,  who  inquired  into  the  securities, 
aud  if  these  were  approved  of,  the  recoramendation 
was  tent  in  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  who  forwarded

[The  Witness  produced  a  bundle  of  letters,.] 

[The  Witness  was  directed  to  withdrav^.* 

The  Chancellor  of  theExCHEauER  observed, 
that  if  the  witness  had  ^ny  lien  on  the  Jettfers*  for 
rent,  .they  were  rhis  property,  and  the  Comnjltted 
ought  to  consider  before  they  called  upon  him  to  de- 
liver them  in.  If  they  contained  any  evidence  witli 
respect  t«  the  subject  under  investigation,  however, 
he  agreed  that  they  ought  to  be  produced  ;  but,  at 
the  same  time,  it  was  not  merely  because  they  were 
Mrs.  Clarke's  that  they  oueht  to  be  called  for. 

Mr.  WHiTBREAtf)  cojjsidered  that,  though  the  , 
letters  should,  be  produced,  it  did  not  follow  that 
the  witness  would  lose  them.  Yet  if  b«did,  if  they 
contained  any  thing  material,  they  ought  to  be  pro- 
duced, [t  would  be  proper  to  ask  the  witness  how 
he  came  by  them.  ,       - 

Mr.  Bathurst  said  that  it  oiight  also  to  be  as- 
certained  whether  they  contained  any  thing  relating 
to  the  subject  before  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Wardle  stated  that  he  wished  to  know 
whether  they  related  to  the  sale  of  CommLssions  ?. 

Sir  Georxje  Hill  remarked,  that  the  present 
mode  of  proceeding  in  calling  for  every  letter  that 
belonged  to  Mrs.  Clarke,  t^as  most  indelicate  and 
indecent,  and  bethought  the  Honourable  Gentle* 
man  *  mast  state  whether  he  had  any  reason  to  be^ 
lieye  that  they  contained  any  thing  relative  to  this

Mr.  W ARDLB  sute8,  that  Mrs.  Clarke  had  in- 
formed him  that  while  she  was  living  at  Hampstead 
$he  hiid  burnt  several  letters  containmg  matter  rela- 
tive to  this  inquiry,  and'  had  eiven  many  to  this 
man  and  his  wife  to  be  buri/t.  He  had  lately  found 
that  they  themselves  had  said  that  they  had  seve.Fal 
letters  relating  to  this  inquiry,  and  he  himself  had 
applied  to  the  witness  to  have  them  delivered  up, 
and  that  he  had  agreed  to  do  so  upon  getting  a  re* 
ceipt  for  them  from  Mrs.  Clarke.  Mrs.  Clarke  bad 
sent  a  receipt  accordingly,  but  the  witness  had  said 
be  had  been  better  advised,  and  refused  to  deliver 
them. 

[The  Witness  was  again  called  in.] 

Mr,  Jfardh.    C  State  how  you  came  by  those  letters  ? 
.  A.  They  were  sent  down  to  light  thefire  with.

and  ths  maid  servant  used  to  take  them  out  of  the  closet 
as  shew inted  them. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect,  at.  the  period  these  letters  were 
■tot  down*  Mr<».  Clarke  burning  a  great  number  pf  la- 
lers  ^-r^A,  I  understand  so;  I  did  not  see  her  burn  any. 
.  Q,  You  have  read  many  of  these  letters  ? 
.  A*  I. have  .read  them  since  this  business  has  been  in 
hand.  ^ 

Q.  A/e  jrou  aware  that  any  of  these  letters  relate  to  the 
circumstances  that  had  been  uivder  the  oonsidenitioB  of 
this  House  ?— ^.  Yes,  I  think  they  do.

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"(The  Witness  produced  two  other  bandies  of 
letters.] 

[The  Witness  w4s  directed  to  withdraw*. 

Mr.  YoRKB  observed^  that  at  prsient  the  Com- 
mittee knew  nothing  more  about  these  letters  than 
that  they  had  been  sent  down  to  be  burnt*  It  was> 
besides^  material  to  consider^  whether  the  tin^  of 
the  Committee,  ought  lo  be  taken  up  in  readin^^ 
such  a  bundle }  ana  also  whether  this  man  was  a 
proper  judge  to  decide,  whether  they  contained  mat- 
tet  relative  to  this  inquiry*  He  tht i efore  Suggested 
the  propriety  of  submittuig  them  to  ^  Committee^ 
to  examine  whether  they  contained  any  thing  re- 
specting the  subject  ot  this  inquiry.  [A  cry  'of 
*^  NjOf  nOy  «s."3  There  might  be  many  names  me©- 
ttoned  4n  them,  whtch*it  might  injure  the  feelingi 
of  Ynany  innocent  individuals  to  divulge,  while  per* 
haps  there  mig)U  be  only  three  gr  four  of  them  ot 
any  consequence  with  respect  to  the  present  inquiry,  • 

Mr.  Barham  asked,  whether  the  Right  Ho« 
nourable  (jrentleman  had  served  his  country  or  the 
Duke  of  York  tM%i  materially,  in  allowing  these 
letters  to  go  out  of  the  House.  He  woulcl  rejoice^ 
to  see  the  Duke  of  York  cleared  from  all  thesQ 
charges,  but  this  was  hot  the  way  to  do  it..  He 
was  desirous  that  they  should  not  have  ^oue  out  of 
tne  House,  bedause  whatever  the  Committee  might 
think,  the  public  might  suppose  that  they  \vould 
not  come  back  again  exactly  in  the  same  state  as 
before.  '  [^A  cry  of  ^^  No^  no^  no.'*^  The  Commit- 
tee had  the  authority  of  the  perton  who  possessed 
the  letters  that  they  contained  matter  relative  to 
this  inquiry,  in  examining  the  disgusting  trans- 
actions that  had  been  exposed  at  thepar,  they  had 
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done  a  great  many  things  that  might  ni}tore  the 
fecUDgs  of  individuals  ;  and  if  they  wt;re  to  stop  now^ 
upoiu  such  a  pretence,  |he  pabhc  wonld  imagine 
tl)at  It  was  for  no  very  proper  reason.  There  ivas 
no  alternative  ^ow  but,  complete  publicity  I'andf  if 
these  letters  were  colicealed,  the  circuoistaiiee 
would  tell. tenfold  against  him  whom  it  might  be 
intended  to  protect.  .. 

Ml'.  ,VVhitbread  thought  it  was  incumbent 
upon  thet^ommittee  to  put  his  Hpnourable  Friend  * 
ill  the  same  situation  as  if  he^  bad  got  the  letters 
upon  the  receipt  of  Mrs.  Clarke.  In  that  ^aae  he: 
%v(;^uld  be  enabled  to  produce  such  as  be  found 
material,  and  he  qertainly  would  not  .withhold  any 
thing  of  that  nature.  The  Houae^  was  bound  to  put 
this  confidence  in  him. 

;  The  CyANCEi-LQtt  of  the  ExcHEatnrit  saw  no 
£>rpbability  tliat  the  witness  who  had  voluntarily 
produced  these  letters  at  the  Bar,  would  destroy  any 
of  thtm  upon  withdrawing  for  a  few  minutes,  and  he 
thought  the  apprehensions  of  the  Honourable  Gen- 
tleman  t  altogether  unfounded.  They  were  at  present 
involved  in  a  considerable  difficulty,  and  he  .did  not 
well  see  how  they  could  proceed  a  stepfarther.  Let- 
ter had  not  been  admitted  before  till  the  hand  writing 
had  been  proved.  .That  the  Honourable  Gentle- 
man X  would  produce  such  as  suited  his  object,  there 
was  no  doubt— but  in  case  tliere  should  be  any-that 
made  more  against  Mrs.  Clarke  than  the  Duke  of 
York,  that  he  would  produce  these  was  not  quite  §0 
clear,  ^e  was  sure,  the  Honourable  Gentleman 
would  not  think  that  this  was  cast}n^  any  reflection 
upon  him,  for  he  thought,  that  the  Honourable 
Gentleman  would,-  himself,  be  the  last  person  who 

*  M  .Wajdfe.  t  Mr.  Rwham.  I  Mr.  Wardle., 
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would  wish  diat  such  a  delicate  trust  should  hb 
cooitiiitted  to  bini  alone.  If  Mrg.  Clarke  had  gtvea 
bim  these  letters,  the  House  would  have  no  c^ntrout 
over  them :  but  now  it  bad  the  whole  of  them  iti 
its^^power,  and  josdce  required,  tl^at  if  any  of  tbeni 
was  to  be  ej^aanined,  the  whole  should  be  produced!

These  letters  might 
have  been  writtefi  by  persons  of  whom  the  Com- 
mittee cpuld  know  nothings  ^nd  it  therefore  wpuld 
be  out  of  its  power  to  ascertain  whether  the  wholiS 
was  not  a  bundle  of  falsehoods.  The  great  buHc  of 
this  bundle  was  another  reason  against  reading  them, 
and  the  Committee  ought  to  consider ^ell  whetbe? 
they  ought  immediately  to  be  received^  vrrthout  any 
further  mquiry  hito  their  nature  and  contents. 

Mr. '  Bkr£sfobd  did  .not  imagine  that  they 
were  then  before  a  ccMifessional,  where  the  private 
crimes  of  individuabs,  -not^at  all,  perhaps,  connected 
with  the  inquiry,-  weve  to  be  brought  under  their 
considtiration.  'He  disapproved  in  every  ^int  of 
view,  of  ihe  House  taking  f&rmal  cognizancd  of 
sucti  an  enormous  bundle  of  letters,  containing 
they  knew  not  what,  and  passing  betweeti  thpy 
knew  But  whom.        . 

Mr.  Secretary  Canning  said^  that  it  seemed  to 
be  allowed  on  ail  hands,  that  the  Committee  had 
got  ipto  a  difficulty  with  respect  to  those  Fetters  $ 
and  to  relieve  them  of  that  cttfficulty  three  distinct 
propositions  had  been  submitted  5 -as  to  the  first, 
that  of  having  them  all. read,  he  did  think  that  a 
Most  exceptionable  mode  of  proceeding.     It  rested 
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upon  no  analogy^  all  that  tbeilonse  knew  of  the 
package  of  letters,  was,  jtbatthey  hftdbeen  in  pos* 
session  cf  Mrs  Clarke/-  and  be  did  not  think  this  a 
sufficient  ground  for  reading  them.  As  to  another 
auM^estiQny  for  vesting  the  selection  of  those  letters 
excmsiTely  with  the  Uonoarable  Gentleman  who 
had  the  conduct  <»f  this  inquiry,  he  could  not  think 
that  this  either  would  prov^e  satisfactory,,  not  from 
the  slightest  doubtjopoabis  mrad  of  that  lionourable 
Gentleman's  disposition  to  codduct^very  thing  fairly 
to  the  Housei  ^ar  he  was  free  to  say.  that  his  con« 
dqctj  throughout  the  present  inquiry,  had  nothing 
in  it  that  was  not  perfectly  fair  aiui  honourable ;  but 
at  the  same  time,  he  tbotight  it  would  be  better  to 
appoint  a  Select  Committee,  no  matter  bow  smail^ 
which  might  b^  instructed  to  exami^ne  the  letters, 
and  sdect  such  only  as  bore  upon  the  present  in* 

S^uiry*.  This  could  not  be  attended  with  any  delay, 
or  as  it  w^  well  understood  that  this  would  not  be 
the  last  night  of  this  ptesent  inquir}^  and  thai  pro-, 
bably,  to-morrow,  might  be  occupied  with  it^  they 
u)igbt;go  on  with  the  examination  of  their  witnesses; 
and  the  Jjouse  might,  on  its  resuming^  appoint  a 
Select  Committee  for  that  purpose. 

Mr;  3aiiham  in  explanation.remarked  that  his 
object  was  not  ibat  all  the  letters  indiscriminately 
should:  be  read,  but  that  in  the  progress  of  this  in« 
quiry  there  should  be  no  appearance  to  the  country 
of  a  wish  on  the  part  of  that  House  to  conceal  any

Lord  PoRCHfistBR  thought  it  much  better  that 
two  persons  should  be  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of 
tixingupon  such  letters  as  either  they  might  think 
calculated  to^bear  upon  the  present  inquiry ;  because 
he<tlK>u^ht  it  not  fair  that  the  Honourable  Metnbeit, 
who  <;erMuniy  should  be  one  of  those  two,  conducts 
ing  that  Inquiry,  should  be  denied  his  right  of  brings^ 
ing  beibre  the  House  wliatever  in  his  opinion  tenddl 
to  make  out  his  case.

Mr.  Whit3 READ,  thought  the  observations  of 
the  Right  Honou];a1}le  Gentleman  on  the  Treasury 
Bench  of  rather  an  extraordinary  character.  '^  An 
imputation  seemed*  to  be  thrown  out,  that  it  was  in- 
tended to  bring  forward  a  charge  in  a  manner  calcu*

imputation,  (and  he  wasjure  it  could  not)  were  meant 
to  attach  to  his  Honourable  Friend,  or  the  Noble 
Ixxrd,.  he  ^as  confideat  it  waa  groundless*  But  if  it 
were  possible  for  any  man  to  entertain  the  intention 
M^hich  seemed  to  have  been  imputed,  that  House 
would  defeat  it.  That  House  was  not  so  circum- 
scribed  in  its  limits  as  to  precipitate  a  termination  of 
the  Inquiry,  atid  refuse  the  accused  a  full  opportu* 
nity  of  deiending  himself  against  any  charge  that' 
might  be  brought  forward.  Although  it  was  un- 
derstood that  this  charge  was  to  close  to-morri^w 
night,  it  did  not  follow  that  it  should,  if  it  appeared 
necessary  to  extend  k  farther.  He  had  no  doubt 
that  the  Noble  Lord  would  do  his  duty  in  examining 
the  case  referred  to— but  whatever  the  event,  he 
trusted  that  House  would  do  its  duty,  and  that  if  an 
attempt  were  made  from  any  quarter  to  withhold 
justice,  such  attempt  would  be  baffled."  On  these 
grounds  he  saw  no  reason  for  ^pressing  sd  much  for 
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the  statement  which  the  Righi  Honourable  Gentle- 
man desired.

Mr.  B^RESFORD  thought  it  too  hard  thus  to{>ress  • 
the  Honourable  Mover.     He  had  already  brought . 
forward  charges  against  the  Duke  of  York^  in  which 
he  had  confessedly  failed,  and  it  was  but  fair  to  af- 
ford him  some,  time  for  inquirV  and  reflection,  in  or^ . 
der  to^save  him  from  similar  railures. 

Sir  Charles  Hammond  thoughtfrom  the  hour 
at  which  they  were  then  sitting  it  could  not  be  ma- 
terial to  the  case  of  the  Puke  of  York  whether  ^the 
information'  desired  should  be  obtained  from  the 
Noble  Lord  now  or  in  the  nwrning. 

The  Speaker  suggested  the  form  of  a  motion  in  the  Com- 
mittee, for  rebuming  the  House,  which  was  a  necessary  pre- 
Lltnihaiv  to  the  appaintmentof  a  Committee  for  examining  the 
tetters  giveii  in  by  Nicbolls. 

This  motion  was  put  and  carried.  The  House  then  resumed ; 
and  it  was  ordered,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wharton,  that  a 
Committee  should  he  appointed  to  examine  the  letters  alluded 
to,  and  to  rejwrt  to  the  House  such  letters,  and  such  ]7arts  of 
)etter8,  as  had  any  bearing  upon  the  question  referred  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Committee  of  the  whole  House. 

Upon  the  motion  of  the  Cbaricellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the 
Committee  was  ordered  to  consist  of  the  following  Members, 
tfirte  to  form  a  quorym,  namely  Mr.  Wardle,  Mr.  Williams 
Wynne,  Mr.  Croker,  Mr,  Brand,  and  Mr.  Leach. 

'Fhe  Committee  was  ordered  to  sit  gn  Wednesday. 

Upon  the  Motion  of  Lord  Folkstone^  Col.  Gordon,  Mrs. 
Cflarke  and  Mr.  Donovan  were  ordered  to  be  summoned  to  at- 
tend as  witnesses  on  that  day. 
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
